



Marguerite illegally funded , says Liberal 


$34 million ‘‘not out of line’

A subdued Legislature lis¬ 
tened late Wednesday after¬ 
noon as (Jordon Gibson (L 
North Vancouvcr-Capilano) 
charged the government with 
the illegal e\|>enditure of pub¬ 
lic funds.

of the Princess Marguerite 
and the payment of her crew. 

The second: Payments 

made to staff members of the 
Rental Review Commission. 

In neither case, Gibson 
said, had the funds for the ex¬ 
penditures been approved by 
the Legislature. 

Gibson rose to make his 
case shortly before the house 
adjourned at# pmi. saying he 


regretted he had to bring for¬ 
ward “a serious matter of 
privilege" and added "the 
only protection citizens f of this 
province have is the control of 
expenditures by this house." 

The normally noisy govern¬ 
ment benches remained silent 
as Gibson quoted parliamen¬ 
tary authorities t^ establish 
that only the Legislature can 
approve expenditures. 


"In the matter of the 
Princess Marguerite. Green- 
belt funds were used for her 
purchase, gptl the general ac¬ 
count to purchase supplies 
and pay crew salaries,” Gib¬ 
son said. "Curiously enough 
the treasury was reimbursed 
today by a private company 
known as the B.C. Steamship 
Company, 1973." 

When tha Marguerite was 


purchased, Lands Minister 
Robert Williams said a crown 
corporation, to be known as 
the B.C. Steamship Company, 
would run the Victoria-Scattle 
ferry operation. 

Wednesday the house was 
informed that the private 
company had been federally 
chartered this week, after the 
purchase and after the Mar¬ 


guerite's inaugural run Iasi 
weekend. 

The names of the company 
directors were not available 
Wednesday. 

Hugh Curtis (SC—Saanich 
and tile Islands! informed the 
Legislature that as recently 
as Wednesday monfjng the 
Companies Branch in Victoria 
had no record of the B.C. 
Steamship Company. 


Speaker Gordon Dowding 
pointed out that registration 
in Victoria may not be neces¬ 
sary for a federally-chartered 
company operating interna¬ 
tionally.

Rockefeller called Church's- 
remarks inaccurate and out nf 
perspective. Rockefeller de¬ 
nied he ever dismissed all al¬ 
legations against the CIA as 
minor, and said he was only 
respondung to questions about 
whether there were massive 
violations of thp domestic- 
statutes which govern the 
CIA's operations. 

He said the commission’s 
report deals with alleged as¬ 
sassination plots and contend¬ 
ed it will put the whole matter 
in perspective. 

“I’m not talking about de¬ 
tails related in the report 
until it comes out and I don’t 
think Senator Church sjhould 
be talking about such details 
until his own report comes 
out,” Rockefeller said.

Market-vote ‘yes’ forecast 


LONDON (UPI* Britain’s 
common market referendum 
battle ‘ended Wednesday with 
pro-market leaders predicting 
economic disaster if the na¬ 
tion votes to pull out of the 
nine-nation European Eco¬ 
nomic Community and oppo¬ 
nents claiming publie sympa¬ 
thy is swinging their way. 

Prime Minister Harold Wil¬ 
son has called on Britain’s 40 
million voters to say "yes" or 
"no” in a national referen¬ 
dum today to the question: 
"Do you think the United 
Kindgom should stay in the 
European community?" 

Wilson told a last-minute 
rally in Cardiff, Wales, a yes 
vole would be "best for Bri¬ 
tain, for Europe, for the Com¬ 


monwealth and the world be¬ 
cause Britain is still a nation 
whose voice and experience 
counts." 

"'Our influence, our signifi¬ 
cance in world affairs, will be 
powerfully enhanced by a 
•yes' vote tomorrow—a clear 
and decisive vote for Britain 
to stay in the European com¬ 
munity." Wilson said. 

“If the 'No’s' win, Britain 
will wake Monday morning in 
a state of economic confusion 
and danger,” said Home Sec¬ 
retary Roy Jenkins, leader of 
the campaign to keep Britain 
in the market. 

But Trade Secretary Peter 
Shore, an anti-market 
member of the deeply-divided 
Wilson Labor government, 
said: "1 believe die British 


people have rumbled the pro- 
marketeers and will soy deci¬ 
sively ‘no’ tomorrow. 

Opinion polls and British 
newspapers were virtually 
unanimous in predicting a de¬ 
cisive "yes” vote. 

But because this was the. 
first national referendum in 
British history, leaders of 
both camps agreed it is 
almost impossible to predict 
how the nation, in fact, will 
vote. 

Neither side ruled out an 
upset result. 

Former Conservative prime/- 
minister Edward Heath took 
Britain into the common mar¬ 
ket in January. 1973. He said 
entry would make Britain a 
member of an economic and 


trading bloc of 250 million 
people most powerful in the 
world. Bui Wilson argued the 
membership conditions were 
loaded against Britain. 

He said, too, that although 
an overwhelming majority of 
Parliament endorsed British 
entry, the country as a whole 
had nbt been given a say on 
an issue vitally affecting it* 
future. 

During the past year the 
Wilson government negotiated 
improved terms and in April 
a majority of the cabinet rec¬ 
ommended their acceptance 
by the nation. 

Then Wilson ordered the 
referendum on the improved 
terms and said the nation's 
verdict Would be final and 
binding.

WASHINGTON lAP) — The U.S. Senate intel-. 
ligence committee has received convincing evidence 
that the United States Central Intelligence Agency 
has beerf involved in murder plots, Chairman Frank 
Church said Wednesday. 

Church, an Idaho Demo¬ 
crat, said he believes the 
Rockefeller commission has 
similar evidence. He accused 
Vice-President Nelson Rocke¬ 
feller of making misleading 
statements designed to down¬ 
grade the importance of CIA 
wrongdoing. 

"I don’t regard murder 
plots as a minor matter," 

Church said. "The CIA has 
been implicated in this kind 
of activity. I have been con¬ 
cerned about the apparent at¬ 
tempt of certain members of 
the Rockefeller commission to 
lead the public to believe lhai 
any misdeeds of the CIA were 
minor and that the agency 
had been relatively without 
guilt.” 

Church said he was refer- 
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Bortnick said cash received 
by ICBC was invested daily in 
short-term ventures and had* 
pi-oduced revenue in excess of 
59 million last year.

Lily-nibblers 
found dazed, 
one drowned 

MELBOURNE, Australia 
(UPlj — A 20-year-old man 
was found dead and five 
youths and a girl were found ' 
wandering dazed, incoherent, 
bruised and nearly nude after 
eating wild lilies containing a 
drug. 

Police said one of the party 
apparently fell into a creek 
and drowned after the group 
chewed the petnls of the lily 
at a creekside party around a 
large fire. 

Maurice Mashford, instruc¬ 
tor in clinical pharmacology 
at Melbourne University, said 
the lilies — known locally as 
Trumpet lilies — contained 
the drug atropine, which af¬ 
fects the central nervous sys¬ 
tem. / .

THERE kAS NEVER been any suggestion 
in this space that all judges are cut from the 
same cloth. There have been many barbs 
directed towards the judiciary and there will 
undoubtedly be many more. The strong feel¬ 
ings of the general public dictate such criti¬ 
cism and more often than not, it is justified. 

Yet there are times that those on high 
come forth with pointed, reasoned views. 
Views that do indeed reflect the feelings of 
the majority of our citizens and views that 
should be giy?n the widest possible circula¬ 
tion by all sections of the media. Too often 
we fail to publicize the positive thinking in 
this world of so many negatives. 

MR. JUSTICE R. P. ANDERSON of the 
B.C. Supreme Court, sentenced three men to 
reasonably long prison terms the other day 
for trafficking in cocaine. That was signifi¬ 
cant enough, but of even more importance 
was the preamble delivered by him. 

He gave his personal pledge to do all in 
his power to banish any person from our so¬ 
ciety who would defile the community by en¬ 
gaging in the vile drug trade. He likened 
them to the criminals in Germany who per¬ 
petrated the heinous crimes in concentration 
camps, and the analogy and the pledge 
should receive thunderous applause from 
every law-abiding person in the land. 

“WE HAVE, INDEED, reached a low 
point in national life if it eah be seriously 
argued that we must accept in our midst peo¬ 
ple who are prepared, for monetary gain, to 
destroy the lives of others," Mr. Justice An¬ 
derson said. "Surely we must banish from 
society those persons who create a clear and 
present danger to the very fabric of our 
lives." 

The carefully-chosen words made my day. 
They rang out with the clarity that somebody 
up there does possess commonsense and that 
somebody is prepared to go all the way in an 
effort to rid us all of the parasitic, murder¬ 
ous leeches who have infiltrated evejy strata 
of society, including the school system for 
our children. 

Mr. Justice Anderson attacked the stupid¬ 
ity of drug-taking and attacked the myth that 
such masochism does not cause irreparable 

damage. 

“IT IS UNREASONABLE and stupid con¬ 
duct," he said, "and may result in disaster 
for the user and damage to others.” 

The prosecution in this particular case 
brought forth an expert witness to testify 
and, according to reports, this was the first 


such testimony before a B.C. court. Dr. John"- 
Unwin, a recognized expert on drug abuse, 
laid it on the line in a manner that could not 
be misunderstood. He said the use of cocaine 
could induce a paranoic state and induce vio¬ 
lence In even the most casual of users. 

“IT IS NOT UNCOMMON, Dr. Unwin 
testified, “for chronic, heavy users of cocaine 
to carry weapons to protect themselves 
against imagined enemies." 

The heaviest sentence handed out in this 
case was six years, and Mr. Justice Ander¬ 
son noted these sentertces were actually at. 
the lowest end of the scale, but that future 
convictions in this particular category would 
result in much heavier sentencing. The impli¬ 
cation is clear — you have been given a 
warning, proceed at you own peril. I thought 
it also noteworthy that Mr. Justice Anderson, 
noting that, a certain segment of society in¬ 
sists harsh sentencing cannot curb the drug 
traffic because of the enormous profit* in¬ 
volved, struck at the theory. 

“ARE WE TO THROW up our hands and 
announce to the world at large that we are 
incapable as a people t it solving the drug 
problem and impose only minimal sen¬ 
tences? To my mind, such a philosophy is an 
alien one and suited to a decadent society 
dedicated to materialistic and hedonistic pur¬ 
suits." 

The conclusion is inescapable, but Mr. 
Justice Anderson spelled it out nevertheless. 

“The courts must, in the case of grave 
and premeditated crimes, declare for all to 
road that those who are prepared to commit 
these crimes, will be banished from society 
for long periods of time.” 

One justice of the B.C. Supreme Court 
speaking out, but it. means one more than 
was speaking out this same time a month 
ago. 

IT REVERSES the trend, it shows us 
there is concern by the law for the law. It is 
at least a eounter-attacjJ against those other 
judges who have opted for the soft line, who 
have put the rehabilitation of the wrong-doer 
ahead of the protection of socie ty, 

There can never be enough strong people 
fighting the war against the terrible devasta¬ 
tion being wrought daily by the highly-or¬ 
ganized and deadly masters of the ille¬ 
gal drug trade. 

Mr. Justice R. P. Anderson sees his duty 
and speaks out on it. A most welcome atti¬ 
tude from the bench. 


was informed by an official An 
ihe comptroller-general’s of¬ 
fice: “You’ve got me there. 
We are just advancing money 
until the legislation comes 
through." 

On the Rental Review Com¬ 
mission payments the same 
authority is quoted aS saying:

tions." And he added that leg¬ 
islation would be introduced 
shortly to give the company 
proper status "retroactively." 

Dowding referred briefly to 
that statement when review¬ 
ing Gibson's charges. * "We 
have had notice from the gov¬ 
ernment that they are taking 
steps to create an agency.” 
Dowding said. “But I will 
take a look at the charges to 
ascertain whether we (the 
house) are in breach.” .. 

Gibson, speaking quietly 
throughout, said he was 
awi’re of the minister’s prom¬ 
ise, but stressed that his point 
of privilege not be overlooked. 

"It is my concern that pay¬ 
ment was made out of consoli¬ 
dated revenue without the au¬ 
thority of this house,” he said. 

Dowding has promised a 
ruling "as soon as possible." 

, Premier Barrett and Wil¬ 
liams were both absent from 
the Legislature when the 
charges were made. 


Meat furor 

Quebec’s 

shoppers 

calmed 


MONTREAL (CP) — Que¬ 
bec consumers were reas¬ 
sured Wednesday that 90 per 
cent of the meat sold in Que¬ 
bec is federally-inspected by 
the Meat Packers’ Council of 
Canada. 

The organization, represent¬ 
ing companies handling three- 
quarters of federally- 
approved meat products, eaid 
at a news conference the 
amount of tainted meat sold 
is “completely marginal.” 

The Quebec Police Commis¬ 
sion inquiry into organized 
crime has heard testimony 
that millions of pounds of 
meat unfit for human con¬ 
sumption has been sold in the 
province. 

“The overwhelming propor¬ 
tion of Quebec meat goes 
through very severe federal 
inspection arid Is guaranteed 
safe for the consumer,” said 
Roland Soucy, the council's 
director of field services (or 
Eastern Canada. 

Soucy said no companies 
implicated in the inquiry’s 
hearings are members of the 
council, nor Have the compa¬ 
nies used the federal stamp of , 
approval, required by law foi*^ 
all meat which crosses pro¬ 
vincial boundaries. 

A decline in meat sales has 
been noted during the past 
two weeks but no details were 
available, he said. 

“It is really too soon to say 
if this is a result of bad pub¬ 
licity over meat, or something 
else.” 


ICBC losses 


Bortnick for his personal feel¬ 
ings as to whether ICBC 
should break even or show a 
profit. 

"In my opinion it should 
break even, wherever the 
money comes from," he said. 
"If we did make a profit we 
would have to either reduce 
the premiums or increase the 
coverage.” 

Bortnick was asked if ICBC 
discriminated against any 
body shops in the province 
which, in its opinion, did 
shoddy work. 

"The customer can go to 
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any btxly shop he or she 
wishes,” he said. “And we 
don’t decide whether the work' 
is well done or not. The cus¬ 
tomer makes that decision. 
We don’t discriminate and 
should not have the right to." 

Bortnick was also a»ked 
who struck the various auto- 
insurance rates - the staff, 
the board of directors or the 
provincial cabinet. 


“The cabinet,’’ he replied. 
“The rates are set by order- 
in-council.’’ 

Garde Gardom (Ind.—Van- 
couver-Point Grey) was ruled 
out of order when he tried to 
find out from Bortnick what 
ICBC's total losses were to 
the present time. 

Robert Skelly (NDR—Alber- 
ni) pointed out that commit¬ 
tee members were restricted 
to questions on the financial 
state of ICBC a year ago and

'Suggested Retail Price 
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Decision imperative 


T HE REOPENING of the Suez Canal, which 
marks a major strategic gain for Russia in its 
aim to establish a powerful maritime force in the 
Indian Ocean, should cause the West to reassess its 
evaluation of the controversial South African naval 
base of Simonstown if it wishes to maintain some 
kind of balancing presence in that sensitive area. 

For the West, the canal is of little economic 
value, since the most important commodity it im¬ 
ports from east of Suez is oil, which is transported 
far more efficiently in the modem super-tankers of 
250,000 to 500,000 tons deadweight. 

Until such time — estimated anywhere from 
.five to ten years from now — that the canal is 
deepened and widened sufficiently to take these 
monsters, they will continue to sail around the. 
Cape of Good Hope. 

Further, the continuing unsettled Middle East 
political climate coupled with the oft-time capri¬ 
cious Egyptian government control of the canal 
virtually eliminates any strategic value it .might 
have for the Western powers. 

However, Russia, through its good relations 
with Egypt, can make good use of it. Its fleet which 
at the moment is confined to the Mediterranean — 
to which it has access from the Black Sea through 
an agreement with Turkey — will now be able to 
sail to the Indian Ocean far more easily. And it 
is there that it has been busying itself for the past: 
three years building up its naval power at a discon¬ 
certing rate. 

Far from the opening of the canal reducing 
the strategic values of the Cape sea route, it in¬ 
creases them enormously under these circumstances. 


The West — specifically the United States, in 
this instance — is undoubtedly aware of this and 
the serious implications of such a development. 
This, coupled with the Soviet Union’s recent arms 
deal with Libya, makes an American decision on 
Africa and the Indian Ocean imperative. 

Obviously still smarting over how its political 
and military policies were outmanoeuvred in 
Southeast Asia, the United States will have to lay 
careful plans if it hopes to save face in the still un¬ 
committed areas of Asia and the Middle East. 

The United States is also the only Western na¬ 
tion capable of establishing a strong naval presence 
in the area to protect the shipping lanes serving the 
free world in the face of growing Communist sea 
power. 

The only naval base the United States could 
use with any certainty in the Indian Ocean is that 
of Sinihnstown in South Africa. It has all the facili¬ 
ties needed, is strategically situated, and most im¬ 
portant, it is under the jurisdiction of a strong and 
stable anti-Communist government. 

However, should the United States decide to 
establish a major naval force there it would be 
strongly criticized by most of the African nations 
as well'as many of the left-leaning governments of 
the world who would be quick to label such a move 
as Washington support for South African racial 
policies. 

Blit without Simonstown the United States 
would be unable to fulfil its role as protector of the 
West, and despite its recent setbacks there is no in¬ 
dication that it is yet ready to abdicate this posi¬ 
tion.

tN THE WAKE OF SEVERE reversals the United 

I States has suffered in Southeast Asia, and un¬ 
doubtedly encouraged by them, the unrepentant 
North Koreans are showing signs of testing the 
American resolution to defend the South. The Com¬ 
munist North has never relinquished the hope that 
some day, either by fomenting internal disorder or 
by direct invasion, or both, it will unite the peninsula 
under the red banners of the dedicated leader, Kim 

II Sung. 

Immediately after the capitulation of Saigon 
to the North Vietnamese forces. Premier Kim hur¬ 
ried to Peking. Speculation in Washington was to 
the effect that he was looking for assurances of 
support in a second attempt to "unify” the country 
by force of arms. 

Whether he got them or not remains uncer¬ 
tain. But no one in Washington is prepared to ac¬ 
cept as evidence of neutrality or impartiality the 
communique from Peking which followed Premier 
Kim’s visit and its emphasis on the need for "peace¬ 
ful unification” of the Korean people. 

Rather, observers were impressed by the 
movement of two North Korean armoied divisions 
towards the demilitarized zone, by intensifed tun¬ 
neling operations there, and a general air of mili¬ 
tary expect juicy. 

There is not the faintest possibility that in the 
face of a lightning strike by air and armor the 
American garrison would not respond, and Premier 
Kim had better believe it. United States forces 
number about 42,000, including a full combat divi¬ 
sion and more than 100 F-4 fighter aircraft at their 
Osan and Kunsan bases.— '_ . 


The North Korean superiority in air power 
over the South is balanced to some extent by a 
very considerable numerical advantage in armor. 
Their respective strengths in men and under arms 
are 410,000 against 560,000, but most military in¬ 
telligence indicates that the North battle divisions 
are better disciplined and probably better trained. 

There is a further element for the Korean 
equation which Premier Kim would be wise to 
remember: two, in fact. The United States could 
very swiftly and effectively reinforce its troops and 
allies with airpower from Guam and Japan bases; 
and Defence Secretary James Schlesinger has 
made it clear there would be no exception of North 
Korean targets in any battle plan as was the case 
in Vietnam. 

Last February the United Nations dissolved its 
Commission for the Unification and Rehabilitation 
of Korea, though endorsing the peaceful achieve¬ 
ment of these objectives. It was an admission of 
failure and impotence. And, with the current com¬ 
position of the United Nations there is no possibili¬ 
ty of its supporting resistance’ to Communist 
aggression from whatever quarter. The United 
States would almost certainly stand alone as an 
ally of the South in any renewal of hostilities. 

But that should be sufficient to discourage any 
new Communist adventure. Still smarting from its 
Southeast Asian experience, the United States is 
likely to be more determined than deterred by mem¬ 
ories of it. s

Southem NATO tier in trouble 


Even though boycotted by 
the Arab-courting president of 
France, the summit meeting 
of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization in Brussels has 
jtivvidsd a much needed 
morale booster to Western 
Europe. 

President Ford’s reassur¬ 
ances that the U.S. defence 
commitment of the core of the 
free world remains unim¬ 
paired by the collapse of re¬ 
sistance to Communist expan¬ 
sion in Southeast Asia, will 
help allay fears of American 
isolationism after the trauma¬ 
tic experience in Vietnam. 

In short, the summit meet¬ 
ing, in Brussels has served a 
useful purpose. It is likely to 
arrest, at least for a while, 
the slow but already alarming 
de-stabilization of the middle 
and northern tiers of the 
Alliance. It is also likely to 
caution Soviet strategists not. 
to push too hard and too fast 
along the hne of direct con¬ 
frontation of Russian and 
American troops in Central 
Europe.

Like Gottwald in post-war 
Czechoslovakia and Allende in 
Chile 20 years later, Cunhal 
hoi>ed tA win a party stage- 
managed election and failed.

Difficult to believe, but with 
all there is to worry about 
inflation, unemployment, 
strikes, recession — among 
the problems fretting the gov¬ 
ernment is the lack of Canadi¬ 
an news abroad. 

At least the government re¬ 
gards it as a lack, worrying 
i hat too few people around the 
world know what’s going on in 
Canada. 

It doesn’t seem to have oc¬ 
curred to the administration 
that what IS going on just 
might not be all that great as 
io warrant offshore advertis¬ 
ing. 

News like having the 
world’s second worst strike 
record - - only Italy last year 
lost more working time is 
not exactly the stuff to firm 
up international confidence in 
Canaria. 


Still, the government is so 
concerned that Canada re¬ 
mains the “unknown country" 
in the world that the external 
affairs department is setting 
up a special task force to do 
something about it. 

The assignment to put Can¬ 
ada into the international 
news has been handed to Lyn 
Stephens, former director of 
public affairs for External. 

Now, as special assistant to 
Basil Robinson, the new un¬ 
dersecretary of state for Ex¬ 
ternal, Lyn Stephens is busy 
at the Lester Pearson building 
carrying out what are official¬ 
ly described as “com¬ 
munications policy studies.” 

For starters he is supposed 
to be trying to convince the 
Associated Press and Reuters 
News Agency of Canada's 
newsworthiness. 


And he's managed to talk 
External into putting the Ca¬ 
nadian Press wire news ser¬ 
vice into an additional 10 Ca¬ 
nadian consulates in the Unit¬ 
ed States and eight more em¬ 
bassies in Europe. 

But running the CP news 
wire into more Canadian gov¬ 
ernment offices abroad isn^t 
going to do much more than 
keep federal civff servants 
there a little more Up to d&te 
on affair^ back home. 

Sure-fire way of solving 
Canada’s news problem 
abroad still is — as it has 
been for the last seven yeart 
— having Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau make a little 
trip on business or pleasure — 
preferably both. 

He was over in London ear¬ 
lier this year, you’ll re¬ 
member. and there wasn’t 
much about it — except the 
usual run-of-the-routine for¬ 
malities — even in our own 
newspapers here at home. 

But let not the government 
complain that Canada was out 
of the news when he was in 
London. 

For there, under a big-type 
three-column heading in the 
London Daily Express com-

No maritime nation has 
awaited the re-opening of the 
Suez Cana] with so much ea¬ 
gerness as has the Soviet 
Union which, unless some un¬ 
foreseen circumstance were 
to persuade Egypt to bar war¬ 
ships of all nations from the 
waterway, stands to gain 
enormous benefit. 

As the world’s shipping re¬ 
sumes passage from the Med¬ 
iterranean to the Red Sea and 
onwards to the Indian Ocean 
and the Far East. Soviet war¬ 
ships will be able to slip out 
of the Black Sea and join the 
eastbound Suez Canal cqp- 
voys assembling at Port Said. 

The Importance of this ad¬ 
vantage can be immediately 
understood when the Suez 
shortcut is compared with the 
Soviet Uni 9 n’s alternative 
routes through the Mediterra¬ 
nean and the South Atlantic 
or from Vladivostok across 
the Indian Ocean. 


It is not surprising, there¬ 
fore. that in the run-up to the 
resumption of canal traffic 
today wary noises have been 
heard from Washington, 
among them an assertion by 
James Schlesinger, U.S. de¬ 
fence secretary, that the U.S. 
intends to maintain a military 
balance in the Indian Ocean 
and to offset any Soviet naval 
or military expansion in the 
Persian Gulf. 

The fact is that President 
Sadat of Egypt’s hustle to 
bring the Suez Canal back 
into use has awakened the 
United .’States, hitherto preoc¬ 
cupied with events in In¬ 
dochina. to the reality that 
the Soviet Union will now be 
able to place its warships 
athwart the oil supply routes f 
which fuel the factories of the 
industrial West. 

With the canal navigable 
again the Soviet Union can 
readily service its developing 
maritime facility at Berbers 
in Somalia in the Gulf of 
Aden and swiftly deploy war¬ 
ships and submarines in the 
Indian Ocean, including two 
aircraft carriers now building 
in the Black Sea. (There is 
the problem that the 1936 
Montreux Convention prohib¬ 
its passage of battleships and 
aircraft carriers from the 
Black Sea through the nar¬ 
rows and into the Mediterra¬ 
nean, but the Russians can be 
expected to classify the new 
vessels as missile or heli-

copter cruisers and evade the 
restriction.) * 

All this at a time when, as 
Britain’s recent Defence 
White Paper recognized, “The 
Soviet Navy has expanded out 
of all proportion to Soviet sea¬ 
borne trade.” 

So far as the United King¬ 
dom is concerned It will be 
obliged to play a much re¬ 
duced role in monitoring and 
countering Soviet moves both 
east and west of Suez as cuts 
announced last March by Roy 
Mason, the defence minister, 
begin to take effect. 

Other than gaining passage 
through the Suez Canal for 
the periodic group deploy¬ 
ment in the Indian Ocean of, 
say, a helicopter cruiser, a 
flpet submarine and several 
accompaftying frigates and 
support ships, the chief assis¬ 
tance Britain can give the 
United States will be to per¬ 
mit more than the currently 
agreed "modest expansion” 
of harbor and airfield facilties 
on the Indian Ocean island of 
Diego Garcia. And France, no 
doubt, will strive to maintain 
and improve her presence at 
Djibouti, the French enclave 
so strategically placed on the 
Horn of Africa to cover the 
entrance to the Red Sea. 


An interesting aspect of this 
developing situation when 
British sea and air power is In 
such reduced circumstances 
has been the recent Black Sea 
visit by the 6,200-ton guided 
missile destroyer Kent — a 
visit which can be construed 
as attempting to convince 
NATO and the Warsaw Pact 
countries alike that despite 
the cutting out of permanent 
bases the Royal Navy can 
still be expected to show the 
flag wherever it feels so in¬ 
clined. 

This matter of the disap¬ 
pearing British presence in 
the Mediterranean, the Per¬ 
sian Gulf, Indian Ocean and 
Far East, is bound to become 
an increasingly sensitive issue 
as Soviet warships become 
a regular feature of Suez 
Canal traffic. 

For Britain, by remaining 
in Gibraltar yet whittling 
down Malta and Cyprus and 
phasing out Singapore, will 
leave a large^ap between the 
Rock and Hongkong — a gap 
only bridged by use of 
South Africa’s Simonstown 
naval base (a policy now 


under review), staging facili¬ 
ties at Masirah in the Arabian 
Sea for servicing military as¬ 
sistance to the Sultan of 
Oman, and the use of Diego 
Garcia. 

Meanwhile, a s Britain 
counts the cost of every naval 
sailing, those who expect to 
benefit financially from the 
re-opening of the Suez Canal, 
impervious to Western securi¬ 
ty worries, are rubbing their 
hands in anticipation of the 
dollars, roubles, pounds and 
francs which seem certain to 
be coming their way. 


The Port Said purveyors of 
leather goods, mementoes and 
“feelthy postcards” cannoi 
wait to get back to business 
while in the bigger league the 
harbor authorities at Port 
Said, Berbera, Djibouti and 
Aden are preparing for the 
bonanza which the retjyn of 
the world’s shipping _ must 
surely bring. 

Possibly Aden, with Its long 
tradition as a canal users’ 
portof-call — and now part of 
Marxist-ruled South Yemen 
stands to reap the greatest 
benefit from the resumption 
of canal traffic. Certainly. 
Aden looks forward to an 
early return of the 700 ships 
calling there each month be¬ 
fore the June, 1967, war 
closed the canal.

Nobel judges 
never cross his path. 

Yet 45 years ago, Prof. 
.Tombaugh and his co-workers 
announced a discovery that 
only Iwo other men have 
matched in recorded science 
history. He discovered a plan¬ 
et. 

“Neptune, Uranus, and 
Pluto are really tHe only plan¬ 
ets found .by conventional sci¬ 
entific means.” Tombaugh ex¬ 
plained recently. "The others 
were known to cavemen.” 

Tombaugh’s planet was 
Pluto, the most distant and 
still the least-known plane! in 
the - solar system. 

Today, Tombaugh still 
glides across high catwalks of 
telescopes with the grace of a 
high-wire artist. Telescopes, 
rather than astronomy itself, 
ave his life. Only now is he 
getting around to writing his 
own version of the discovery, 
“which I remember as if it£* 
were yesterday.” 

All his early life was spent 
on his German-descended 
parents’ farms in Illinois and 
Kansas. His only hobbies 
were sports and dmdteur as¬ 
tronomy. the latter introduced 
into his life at the age of 12 by 
means of a Sears, Roebuck 
telescope. There was no 
money for college “because of 
low wheat prices.” 

By his early 20s, he had as¬ 
sembled an advanced nine- 
inch instrument and was 
sending sketches of the plan¬ 
ets he had observed to what 
was then the nation's only 
planetary observatory, Lowell 
Observatory in Flagstaff, 
Ariz. 

A generation before. Per- 
cival Lowell, for whom the 
observatory is named, 
theorized that an unknown 
"Planet X” was disturbing 
the orbit of Neptune. But find¬ 
ing a competent observer to 
search for it was difficult, 
mainly because stellar as¬ 
tronomy and cosmology had

seized the imagination of 
most astronomers. Also, Low¬ 
ell's theory was not taken 
seriously, since the common 
scientific view was that all 
the planets had been discov- • 
ered. 

Although Tombaugh was 
only a high-school graduate at, 
the time, his knowledge of as¬ 
tronomy coming from popular 
science magazines, his plan¬ 
etary sketches showed his eye 
for accuracy and detail. He 
was given the job of looking 
for Lowell's Planet X. 

He quickly recognized a 
key problem in the search: A 
single telescope photo mighi 
show a million dots, most of 
them stars exhibiting no mo¬ 
tion over spans of a few days. 
Many fast moving dots as¬ 
teroids further complicated 
the search, because at fiFst 
glance they appeared to be 
like planets. 

Tombaugh elected to make 
no observations until the 
Earth was directly between 
the sun and the sky region to 
be explored.. This eliminated 
light turbulence and excess 
starlight, and permitted dis- 
lanre and speed ("X” would 


bo 15 times slower than an as¬ 
teroid) to be calculated. 

One night in February. 1930. 
a suspiciously slow-moving 
dot confronted his patient 
eyes. “That’s It," he said. 
I^aier. after double-checking, 
he (^ftfmly told Lowell’s direc¬ 
tor. I've found your Planet 
X.” 

After the discovery of Pluto, 
scientists theorized that the 
solar system might contain 
yet other planets. But a fur¬ 
ther 13 years of observing 
produced nothing beyond Plu¬ 
to's dark orbit. 

O n 1 y after Tombaugh 
gained international fame did 
lie gel his opportunity to go to 
college His major reward 
was a scholarship to Ihe Uni¬ 
versity of Kansas. 

And since then Tombaugh's 
simple tastes have kept him 


, in the small towns and out of 
the world’s major observa¬ 
tories "The . Harvards and 
Gal Techs never offered me a 
job, which was just as well,” 
he recalls today. "My inter¬ 
ests and abilities are simply 
not consistent with theirs.” 

His "interests and abilities" 
are best applied in his home 
telescope-mirror grinding 
room and his backyard in Las 
Cruces, where two home-made 
telescopes stand. One is a 15- 
incher. support^ by a 40-foof 
framework. The other is a 
small can-like instrument * 
mounted on an old cream sep¬ 
arator, supported by rods 
from a 1912 Buick. 

That is the telescope that 
opened Ihe doors for Tom¬ 
baugh's discovery of Planet 
X. He uses it every night.

VANCOUVER (CP) A 
British expert says a rare 
Scottish sheep would be ideal 
to-raise m B.C. and he’d like 
t«> import some. 

Lawrence Alderson, tech¬ 
nical consultant to Britain’s 
Karr Breeds Survival Trust, 
made the comment Monday to 
members of the University of 


British Columbia animal 
science department. 

He said the North Ronald- 
say sheep, considered an en¬ 
dangered species, was found 
only in the Orkney Islands, off 
the north coast.of Scotland. 
Sheep of this breed eat noth¬ 
ing but seaweed, and their 


wool is multi-colored, includ¬ 
ing black, white, grey, red. 
and ginger. 

"I think with the seaweed 
supply and the type of climate 
hdre, they would have no 
problem breeding,” he said, 
adding the breed would have 
excellent commercial |x>ten- 
tial locally. 


Alderson said he would like 
to send several of the North 
Ronaldsay to-the UBC animal 
science department to see 
how they fared on B.C. sea¬ 
weed. 

If they don't take, said Al- 
derson. there’s always the

Caterpillars strip area 


LAC DU BONNET, Man. 
(CP) - A teeming horde of 
ravenous forest tent caterpil¬ 
lars has stripped thousands of 
acres of trees near this prime 
recreational area about 40 
miles northeast of Winnipeg. 

And residents have 
expressed concern the tourist 
industry will be drastically af- 
Icded if the crawling mass of 
black caterpillars Is not 
lumed back. 

Leo Drabyk, reeve of this 
rural municipality, blames 
the severe infestation on the 
provincial government’s fail¬ 
ure to control the creature 
earlier in the year. 

’Hie Lac Du Bonnet area is 
noted for its picturesque sce¬ 


nery and ideal camping facili¬ 
ties. But the caterpiillars have 
given the countryside a bleak, 
mid-winter appearance. 

“Just look at it out there,” 
said Joyce Campbell, pointing 
to thousands of caterpillars 
swarming on the ground, 
trees and cabin walls. 'Tell 
me. Who would want to stay 
here?” 

Mrs. Campbell, who 
operates the Riverdale tourist 
camp with her husband Russ, 
said a' similar invasion last 
year cost the couple thou¬ 
sands of dollars in lost tourist 
revenue. 

This year, the Campbells 
hired a private firm for $80 to 
conduct aerial spraying over 


their projierty with mixed re¬ 
sults. The spraying stopped 
the caterpillars from eating 
leaves, but failed to prevent 
them from Infesting the area. 

“You pay so much in taxes, 
and what do you get in re¬ 
turn,” asked Mrs. Campbell.

Ignoring n simila installa¬ 
tion in a neighboring regional 
district, several Capital Re¬ 
gion Board directors took a 
trip to Bellingham. Wash., 
this week to look over that 
town’s garbage incinerator 
system. 

Thpy came away impressed 
with the system’s efficiency 
and adaptability to urban re¬ 
quirements. but some ques¬ 
tions still need answering, ac¬ 
cording to Oak Bay Aid. John 
<k)ull. regional public works 
chairman. 

The closest municipal incin- i 
rrator system is in Lake Cow¬ 
ichan. which has installed one 
unit to dispose rtf all garbage 
in that area. 

Bellingham uses eight incin- I 
erator units capable of han- i 
dling a total of 100 tons of i 
garbage a day. 

The cost of installing a sim- | 
ilar system in Victoria, ac¬ 
cording to Goult, would be be¬ 
tween $850,000 and $1.2 mil¬ 
lion. 

Goult said this cost will 
have to be compared with the 
anticipated *dst of ^-ogtiynffvj 
land-fill operatjons. ‘ 

The incinerators in question 
handle all manner of garbage, 
including discarded chester¬ 
fields. tires, and some metal, 
reducing the material to 
about one-twentieth of Its 
original volume. 

Non-combustible material 
can be used for road-fill. 

Each incinerator consist at 
Iwo chambers. The first hums 
the garbage al about 1,200 de¬ 
grees Fahrenheit. 

Smoke, gases, and particles 
are then burned in a second 
chamber at 1,700 degrees. 

The result is virtually no 
&moke or odor. Because the 
Diants take such little, room, 
they can be located in urban 
areas.

Model bike way proposal 
could upset region hopes 


Engineers and planners 
from Saanich. Victoria and 
Oak Bay will be getting to¬ 
gether to study a proposal for 
a model bikeway linking Gor¬ 
don Head with the city. 

The proposal, including sev¬ 
eral optional routes on and 
around Shelboume, was un¬ 
veiled Wednesday at Saanich 
municipal hall. 

After Victoria AM. Mike 
Young warned that spending 
a lf>t of money on a bikeway 
that no one uses could scuttle 
the region’s hopes for an ef-, 
fective bike system, it was 
decided to turn plans over to 
a technical committee. 


The drive for a model bike¬ 
way has been spearheaded so 
far by Saanich Aid. Joe Bour¬ 
que, the chamber of com¬ 
merce transportation commit¬ 
tee, and the local branch c^f 
the Community Planning As¬ 
sociation. 

They are anxious to finally 
have some asphalt, to show for 
Greater Victoria’s long-wait¬ 
ing bikeway aspirations, and 
halt the rise of bicycle ac¬ 
cidents and downtown traffic 
congestion. 

The commuter route along 
Shelboume has been suggest¬ 
ed as a way to show the rest 


of the region the 1 need for 
bikepaths. 

Other routes suggested by 
Saanich's planning staff in¬ 
clude a path along Shelboume 
itself and a path on the east 
boundary of Cedar Hill golf 
course. 

Costs could range from 
SI,000 for routes utilizing quiet 
side streets to $50,000 for a 
new path along the golf 
course. 

Saanich staff have also 
mapped out possible bike 
routes for the entire munici¬ 
pality. with 15. miles of com¬ 
muter trails and 31 miles of 
recreation trails.

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Primates take over small islands

CAYO SANTIAGO, Puerto 
Rico - Monkey business is 
the only business of the Carib- 
b e a n Primate Researcl 
Centre here. 

Hdndreds, of rhesus mon¬ 
keys roam this 40-acre key 
freely, like it was their own, 
which it has been since 1938 
when their forebears were 
turned loose on the little is¬ 
land off Puerto Rico’s south¬ 
eastern coast. 

The centre, operated by the 
Medical Science Campgs of 
the University of Puerto Rico, 
is unique: 

Only monkeys live on Cayo 
Santiago. Those other- pri¬ 
mates, scientists working 
under U.S. government pro¬ 
grams, come to observe and 
study, and then leave. 

The concern here is n»>i 
with whether man descended 
from monkeys but rather with 
the many similarities between 


the two primates, similarities 
that make research findings 
on monkeys of great value to 
man. 

Dr. William Kerber, direc¬ 
tor of the centre, says the 
unique characteristics of the' 
separate groups of rhesus 
monkeys on Santiago Key, 
combined with the records 
and studies made since the 
colony was established in 
1938, have resulted in ‘‘the 
creation of a test population 
that has never before existed, 
and that is not duplicated 
anywhere else in the world.” 

Elswhere. monkeys have 
been keps in laboratories for 
medical and other research 
programs for many years, 
and ,their value in scientific 
testing is recognized world¬ 
wide, say researchers here. 

But it is no more natural for 
monkeys to be bom and live 
in small cages in laboratories 
than it would be to lock men 
in somewhat larger cagefc for 
generations. One of the great 


merits of Santiago Key is the 
fact monkeys live under 
almost the same conditions as 
in their i>atural habitat. 

Since 400 rhesus monkeys 
from India were turned loose 
on the island’s 40. tropical 
acres more than 36 years ago, 
they have formed natural 
froups or monkey tribes. 
Their only human contact is 
with the scientists who study 
them. 

Alter the U.S National Insti¬ 
tutes of Health began to sup- • 
port the project in 1956, the 
colony grew to a peak of 
about 700 monkeys in eight 
groups, but it was later 
trimmed to a wore manage¬ 
able 350 in five groups. 

Beginning in 1960 all the 
monkeys were given perma¬ 
nent chest tattoos, and 
records of births, deaths and 
changes in Ihe composition of 
each group have been main¬ 
tained. 

The primate centre also has 
a colony of squirrel monkeys 
at its Sabana Seca head¬ 


quarters established in Puerto 
. Rico in 1968 and the only free- 
ranging colony of patas mon¬ 
keys in the Western Hemi¬ 
sphere on a secluded island 
near La Parguera. 

Another rhesus colony was 
established on still another 
small island near La Par¬ 
guera in 1962. 

The Caribbean Primate Re¬ 
search Centre is one of nearly 
a dozen supported by the Na¬ 
tional Institutes of Health, but 
it is the only one. Dr. Kerber 
said, ‘‘that permits the mon¬ 
key population to range freely 
in intact social groups or 
tribes under conditions ap¬ 
proximating those of their 
natural habitat.” 

La Parguera is also setting 
up a rhesus breeding colony 
that will help supply U.S. 
health agencies with mon-"‘ 
“keys. Wild monkeys from 
Asia are becoming harder to 
obtain. The animals are Used 
to test commercial batches of 
polio and other vaccines, and 
for other medical jnn^oses. 


At various times, several 
South American species in¬ 
cluding capuchins, douroucou- 
lis and marmosets have also 
been under study at Sabana 
Seca, Dr. Kerber said. 

A study that‘is expected to 
clarify the effect of sex activi¬ 
ty on social organization is 
being carried out at I«a Par¬ 
guera. One on the reproduc¬ 
tion of the squirrel monkey at 
Sabana Seca indicates it may 
be the only known, animal 
with its particular fertility 
cycle. The development of 
genetic differences among the 
groups of monkeys at Cayo 
Santiago has resulted in find¬ 
ings of great value to scien¬ 
tists. 

Locomotion research on the 
rhesus, to be followed by stu- 
*■ dies of the lanky, long-boned 
patas monkeys, has resulted 
in findings that challenge 
some of the basic concepts in 
primate movement. 

On Santiago Key, where 
natural conditions are so 


nearly duplicated, .scientists 
have built a collection of mon¬ 
key skeletons of a complete 
social group, with the age, 
sex and female branches of 
the family tree for each set of 
bones. 

One of the most interesting 
results of this is that archae¬ 
ologists can discover there 
are many kinds of data not 
•normally available. 

Instead of having to dig up 
and work with bones,* includ¬ 
ing those of humans, about 
which they know very little, 
they can use a skeleton collec¬ 
tion with a complete history 
at their fingertips, and at the 
same time compare their 
findings with d^ta'from the 
live social groups. 

Already archaeologists are 
verifying some of their 
theories on how different 
traits are transmitted from 
one generation to another, in 
research that was only made 
possible by the unique mon¬ 
key colonies in Puerto Rico.

Two men jailed for UIC fraud 


For the first time in Vic¬ 
toria Provincial Court, a first¬ 
time offender has been sent to 
jail for making false State¬ 
ments in claiming unemploy¬ 
ment insurance benefits. 

Two such persons were sen¬ 
tenced Wednesday by Judge 
Douglas Campbell (o 14-day 
lail terms, /to be served on 
weekends, following pleas of 
guilty to Unemployment In¬ 
surance Act charges. 

Until Campbell jailed 
Thonij.s Eng. 23. of 1020 
Empress, and Michael Mot*an, 
21. of 7 Boyd, the usual pen¬ 
alty in such cases had been a 
fine of $25 for each count in 
the charge. That would have 
meant fines of $200 for each 
man. 

But Campbell, who took 
over the main criminal-court 
section Monday under the 
two-month-old system of rota¬ 
tion of judges, said: "I don’t 
think it would serve this corh- 
rwunity to impose a fine. 

"I find tMt deterrence to 
people of a like mind is the 
fact to be considered here and 
I don't believe that a fine will 
deter parties who might con¬ 


sider doing it it) the future." 

Unemployment Insurance 
Commission official Henry 
Bruce said Eng received $563 
in a part of 1974 when he said 
he was r.ot working but actu¬ 
ally was employed part-time 
as a cook or full-time as a 
cook or store produce manag-' 
er.

Murder 

charge 

reduced 


Curtis William Christie watf 
found guilty of manslaughter 
in B.C. Supreme Courl 
Wednesday, after a jury re¬ 
duced a non-capital murder 
charge against him following 
&Va hours of deliberation. 

The verdict, which makes 
the 19-year-old Christie liable 
to life imprisonment, came at 
the end of the eighth day of 
his trial in connection with 
the stabbing death last Oc t. 15 
of Clarence Stanford Wray, 
53. of 1296 Palmer Close. 

Christie, of 1303 Gladstone, 
will be sentenced by Mr. Jus¬ 
tice Harry McKay at 11 a.m. 
June 23. after a report on his 
past is prepared by a provin¬ 
cial probation officer. 

During the course of his 
three-hour charge to the jury 
Wednesday, the judge said it - 
faced a very delicate decision. 

He said the principal 
witness for the crown, a self- 
confessed heroin addict and 
trafficker named Donald 
Charles McCrae, had testified 
he had loaned Christie a knifp 
the night before Wray was 
1 killed, after Christie had told 

a wino. a drunk." 

If that testimony was ac¬ 
cepted as-the truth, the judge 
said, it was his opinion 
McCrae became an ac¬ 
complice to Christie in the 
commission of the crifhe 
which followed. 

And, the judge noted. Cana¬ 
dian law holds it is "danger¬ 
ous to convict a man on the 
uncorroborated word of an ac¬ 
complice." because that ac¬ 
complice's motives for offer¬ 
ing his testimony cannot be 
known. 

In view of Christie's evi¬ 
dence that he had bor¬ 
rowed the knife to aid in the 
collection of a debt from a 
man named Kevin Baker and 
that Wray had assaulted him 
without cause and had been 
stabbed in a struggle near the 
house where Baker was sup¬ 
posedly attending a party 
the judge told the jury three 
verdicts were open: 

Christie could be found 
guilty of murder, if the seven- 
man. five-woman jury be¬ 
lieved he had killed Wray 
while robbing or attempt¬ 
ing to rob — him. 

He could be found guilty of 
manslaughter, if the jury be¬ 
lieved he had killed 
while he was so drunk 
could not form the spoeific in¬ 
tent to kill the Victim or if he 
had been responding to a 
provocation so great it would 
rob him of his self-control. 

He could be found not guilty 
of any crime, if the jury be¬ 
lieved the killing had been 
committed in self-defence, 
while Christie was repelling 
an unlawful attack.

A woman for all seasons 
interprets rainforest lure 


Jengifer Saari is a woman for fell seasons. 

A provincial parks naturalist, she guided 
people through the snows of Manning Park 
last winter: now she shows visitors the 
wonders of the "rainforest" of Coldstream 
Park north of Victoria. 

Last summer she introduced campers to 
the flpra and fauna of the dry Interior 
country around Merritt, a landscape entirely 
different from either Manning Park or Gold- 
stream. 

"I'm fortunate to he able to move from 
one geographic area to another." says Van¬ 
couver-born Mrs. Saari. 22, who first got to 
know outdoors British Columbia as a child 
accompanying her family on camping trips. 

One of 40 naturalists in various provin¬ 


cial parks, she escorts visitore on trail walks 
in the daytime and talks about plants and 
animals around campfires by night. 

She describes her work as more than iden¬ 
tifying the regional flora and fauna; she "in¬ 
terprets" them for inquirers. 

Last winter at Manning Park she conduct¬ 
ed a program on skis and snowshoes. 

Whether park visitors are skiers or hikers, 
she helps them become acquainted with the 
(rails “where they're going and what 
they'll be seeing." 

Mrs. Saari joined the parks branch after 
completing first year university, and is now 
in her fifth summer of seasonal duty. Her 
husband is a commercial fisherman. 

"I'd like to stay on and see more of 
B.C.," she says.

Michael Green and Ralph Simpson of Denver Nugget* 
basketball team and Otis Armstrong of the Denver Broncos 
lootball team brought suit in the U.S. district court for Utah 
against Professional Sports Advisors Inc., its officers, tnree 
related companies and an Ohio bank.

It accuses the inves¬ 
tors of filing false income tax returns in the athletes’ names, 
borrowing money in their names without their know ledge and 
selling unregistered securities.

Frank Spring of Cranbrook, 
president of the British Co¬ 
lumbia Amateur Hockey As¬ 
sociation, and Jim Scoular of 
Calgary, Alberta association 
president, expressed their 
common opinion following a 
meeting involving WCHL of¬ 
ficials and representatives of 
hockey associations of the 
four western provinces. 

Scoular said the meeting 
was amicable but he firmly 
believe^ the long-standing 
feud must end soon for the 
benefit of hockey on all levels. 

"An agreement we can live 
with must be made by this 
summer," he said. "Failing 
that, the WCHL operators will 
be free to go their own way. 

"To give them credit, they* 
probably had to run rough¬ 
shod to get started and reach 
the success they’ve had. Now, 

I think they’re ready to stop 
running roughshod.” 

No final decision was made 
Wednesday and a meeting at 
which final disposition is ex¬ 
pected will be held in Leth¬ 
bridge June 26, following the 
WCHL annual meeting. 

Ed Chynoweth of Saskatoon, 
WCHL president, said It was 
difficult tor him to discuss 
what went on at the closed- 
door meeting, but he was 
"more pleased than 1 expect¬ 
ed to be" because the basis 
for further negotiations had 
been established. 

Both sides refused to dis¬ 
cuss specific financial posi¬ 
tions. 

Spring said the progress "is 
what we’ve been looking for. 
We don't want to break any¬ 
body, but we want WCHL op¬ 
erators to accept their obliga¬ 
tion tor helping develop divr- 
pects ' and give others a 
chance to play recrea- 
tionally.” 

Chynoweth said his league 
"recognizes our obligations." 

The branch president will 
discuss terms with provincial 
executive bodies and the 
WCHL operators will inform 
other members before the 
June 26 meeting. 

"We are not as far apart as 
we were," said Scoular. 

Chynoweth said he was 
“sure these owners can con¬ 
vince others in our league of 
the value of accepting our po¬ 
sition.” 

Scoular said a major issue 
concerned prices to be paid 
for players developed by pro¬ 
vincial associations, and po¬ 
lished in the WCHL for even¬ 
tual delivery — sometimes at 
a high fee—to professional 
hockey clubs. 

"The WCHL says the pro¬ 
fessionals aj'en’t willing to 
pay enough tor graduating 
juniors,” said Scoular. "We 
are willing if the WCHL will 
accept the same attitude to¬ 
ward us that they aren’t 
paying enough either.” 

Before the meeting, both 
sides Indicated the discussions 


could lead to a total breach. 
The WCHL declared its in¬ 
dependence in the 1967-68 sea¬ 
son and called itself the West¬ 
ern Canada Major Junior 
Hockey League. 

The WCHL now is part of 
the Canadian Major Junior 


Hockey League. Neither side 
suggested Wednesday how the 
Quebec, and Ontario major 
leagues, partners in the new 
loop, would be afected if the 
WCHL went independent 
agalft.

OTTAWA (CPi Proposals 
to regulate professional sports 
under federal combines law 
would not make ihe annual 
draft of young hockey players 
for professional leagues ille¬ 
gal, a corporate affairs de¬ 
partment official said here. 

A Commons finance com¬ 
mittee has approved a bill to 
bring all services, including 
professional ports, under the 
authority of the Combines 
Investigation Act for the first 
time. 

The proposed legislation 
would make it an offence for 
anyone who “conspires, 
agrees of arranges” to limit 
unreasonably a player's op¬ 
portunity to enter a league or 
play for ihe team -.of his 
choice. Conviction for the of¬ 
fence would carry' a fine set 
by court, five years’ imprison¬ 
ment. or both. 

Originally, these section* 
were to' apply to amateur 
sports as well, but the Com¬ 
mons commit lee agreed to an 
amendment that exempts am¬ 
ateurs fr«MT\ regulation. 

A corporate affairs official' 
said that the section normally 
would be applied only in the 
case where t h e parties 


charged with conspiracy con¬ 
trol more than 50 per cent of 
a market. This means ii prob¬ 
ably would not apply to 
owners, of professional teams 
in either Ihe National Hockey 
League or the World Hockey 
Association, he said.

Guide will help 
hard of hearing 


A new Victoria group will 
soon publish a guide to ser¬ 
vices for the deaf and hard of 
hearing as a first step to¬ 
ward straightening, the maze 
faced by deaf people who seek 
help. 

The greatest block to people 
with hearing impairments, 
and parents and doctors who 
try to help them, has been the 
lack of co-ordination between 
government, professional, and 
volunteer agencies, R. N. 
Holmes of the Western Insti¬ 
tute for the Deaf said. 

The institute has .joined with 
Ihe provincial government’s 
Integrated Services for Child 
and Family Development, the 
Aid to the Handicapped divi¬ 
sion. health. human re¬ 
sources, and education de¬ 
partments. and hearing aid 
dealers and medical special¬ 
ists to remedy the problem. 

The group, which first met 
In March, has already com¬ 


piled the directory and hopes 
to distribute it soon to con¬ 
cerned agencies. 

It should he helpful to doc¬ 
tors, schools, and parents try¬ 
ing to help deaf children, 
especially those children less 
than six years old, Holmes 
said. These are the critjfal 
years when deaf children can 
he helped most to develop 
normally, he said. 

The group has already un¬ 
covered one problem, that of 
the many hard of hearing chil¬ 
dren who drop out of school at 
15. These children are not eli¬ 
gible for aptitude lesting by 
the Division of the Han¬ 
dicapped until they are 18. 
’Ihcy frequently become frus¬ 
trated looking for work and 
sometimes end up in court. 
Holmes said. 

Now the integrated services 
has agreed to help them with 
aptitude testing and .job place¬ 
ment, he said.

NIAGARA FALLS, --Ont. riven after the show was 
(CP) Three daredevil «over. just after 7 a.m., and 


French aerialists crossed the 
churning waters of the whirl- 
jxxxl rapids below Niagara 
Falls Wednesday, using a mo¬ 
torcycle and balance poles on 
a cable between the United 
States and Canada. 

Henry Rechatin, his wife 
Janyck and motorcycle driver 
Frank Lucas made the trip in 
the early morning with only 
invited reporters watching 
and photographing the feat. 

Rechatin. who has been 
wanting for years to cross 
Niagara Falls on a tightrope, 
stood above the motorcycle on 
a specially-constructed steel 
frame while hirf wife hung up¬ 
side-down by one fool from 
another frame underneath. 

At the end of the crossing, 
with the way blocked by the 
cable car whose cable they 
crossed, Rechatin clambered 
down from the frame, edged 
past the motorcycle and, 
using a balance pole, walked 
the remaining distance to thp 
Canadian side. 

For Rechatin. "44, the feat 
was the realization of a 
dream he has held for years. 
He asked permission lo walk 
a cable across the whirlpool 
in 1967 but was refused by the 
Niagara Parks Commission. 

But Wednesday, he and his 
cohorts didn’L wait for per¬ 
mission from anyone. At 6:30 
a.m., wijh reporters watch¬ 
ing, they set out from Hip 
south' bank of the whirlpool 
and slowly drove across Hip 
cable, with Lucas at the con¬ 
trols. 

Niagara Parks Police ar- 


waroed Rechatin he could be 
charged with performing a 
dangerous act. But no charge 
’was laid at that time. 

Rechatin said he was in 
Niagara Falls to prove he is a 
professional daredevil. 

He demonstrated his skill 
Tuesday morning at the Sky- 
lonr Tower when he balanced 
on two wooden chairs on a 
narrow platform 520 feet 
above the ground. He said he 
wanted to prove to everyone 
Me \vas not crazy and was 
capable of fulfilling his dream 
of crossing the gorge on a 
tightrope. 

When reporters arrived 
Wednesday morning, the 
three were poised about-100 
feet from the south iiank, 
about 200 feet above the swirl¬ 
ing waters, calmly waiting for 
the signal that all cameras 
were ready, before stalling 
across. 

During the crossing, Recha¬ 
tin seemed tense and shouted 
instructions to the driver and 
his wife while they inched 
their way up the steep slope 
of the cable at the north end 
of the aerocar ride.

One Teason is that the least, 
dangerous offenders are being 
placed on probation or parole, 
nr are being shifted to provin¬ 
cial prisons. 

Penal officials suggest that 
the current figure is unlikely 
to go much lower. 

“As we weed out from our 
federal penitentiaries the less 
dangerous people we will be 
left with Ihe more hard-core 
and difficult cases.” Solicitor- 
General Warren Alim end 
says. 

Sixty per cent of today’s of¬ 
fenders receive sentences 
other than incarceration. 

The prison population was 
growing by 10 per cent in 
1973, when Allmand told 
Commons committee that 
cells to house 12,000 prisoners 
might have to be built.

B.C. makes good 
on two promises

Ex-servant will work

A former provincial civil servant has been appointed 
business administrator for the Bastion Theatre com¬ 
pany. Eric Macdonald moves into the position from 
the labor department. His business experience in¬ 
cludes working as business manager for Company 
One in Victoria and as a financial analyst for a Gen¬ 
eral Motors subsidiary in Germany. 


The provincial government 
made good on two budget 
promises to municipalities 
Wednesday with the introduc¬ 
tion of legislation to clear the 
way for extra municipal reve¬ 
nues. * 

Finance Minister Premier 
Barrett introduced the Munic¬ 
ipalities Aid Amendment Act 
which provides additional per 
capita grants to municipal¬ 
ities w'here populations in¬ 
creased between 1966 and 
1971. 

The grants were promised 
in the budget, and will be 
based on 80 per cent of the 
difference between the popu 
lation recorded in the 1966 
census and the population re¬ 
corded in the 1971 census. 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
James Lorimer introduced 
the second piece of legislation 
to aid municipalities. 

The Natural Gas Revenue 
Sharing Act confirms the pro¬ 
vincial government will share 
with municipalities one-third 
of all natural gas revenues 
over $1 per thousand cubic 
feet on export prices. v 

It is expected the new gas 
revenues will produce approx¬ 
imately $20 million to be 
shared among B.C. municipal¬ 
ities. 

Barrett has already com¬ 
mitted that sum even if reve¬ 
nues do not reaeh anticipated 
levels. The new act also con¬ 
firms that promise, stating 
that “for the year 1975 the 
total amount granted shall not 
be less than $20 million.” > 

□ 

Opposition Leader William 
Bennett wants to know if the 
gt^emment is blaming his 
party’s insistence on debating 
estimates for delays in pro¬ 
grams. 

But repeated questions to 
the premier in the Legislature 
Wednesday brought only the 
response: "Not a dime with¬ 
out debate,” the slogan coined 
recently by Bennett to explain 
his opposition to time limits 
on estimates debates. 

“That’s a flippant answer,” 
Bennett snapped at Barrett. 

He read portions of a letter 
he said he had received from 
a businessman who had won a 
contract to supply 120 trucks 
to various government depart¬ 
ments. He, had been able to 
deliver only 15, and other 
orders had been cancelled. 

The letter said the reason 
given for the cancellation was 
that there is no money avail¬ 
able because the budgets for 
the year have not been ap¬ 
proved. 

Bennett asked if the govern¬ 
ment has directed civil ser¬ 
vants to give this explanation 
of what he called the govern¬ 
ment’s austerity program. 

The premier waved the 
question away. 


The Worker’s Compensation 
Act should be extended to 
cover all citizens, including 
owner-operators and house¬ 
wives, says Victoria Liberal 
David Anderson. 

Debating amendments to 
the act in the Legislature 
Wednesday, he pointed out 
that the WCB rehabilitation 
facilities are better than those 
available in the general hospi¬ 
tal system. 

He argued that everyone is 
entitled to the same standard 
of rehabilitation medicine and 
services. 

Outside the House he said 
l?e thought- all. services and 
benefits should be extended to 
all members of society, in¬ 
cluding housewives and the 
unemployed.

Memers of the Leislature 
took 15 minutes from serious 
business to give unanimous 
third reading to the Free Pub¬ 
lic Toilets Act. 

Levity was the order of the 
day, highlighted by a com¬ 
ment from Don Phillips (SC 
—South Peace River) that he 
really was not trying to 
"pooh-pooh” the bill, when he 
asked if free toilet facilities 
would not lead to a deterio¬ 
ration in the condition of pub¬ 
lic toilets. 

Health Minister Dennis 
Cocke said the health depart¬ 
ment would be checking to 
ensure that this did not hap¬ 
pen.

Crown corporations will be 
in good position to get into oil 
drilling operations through a 
bill introduced in the Legisla¬ 
ture Tuesday night. 

Under the bill, the govern¬ 
ment will no longer have to go 
to public auction or tender to 
dispose of crown reserves of 
petroleum or natural gas. 

The Petroleum and Natural 
Gas Amendment Act in¬ 
troduced by Mines Minister 
Leo Nimsick contains a' 
number of housekeeping 
amendments, and one that in¬ 
cludes oil sand and oil shale 
as a petroleum source. o 

But the most important one 
provides the ministers with 
greater flexibility under the 
act in the disposition of crown 
reserves other than by sale at 
public auction or tender.

The new provincial labor 
education centre will be open 
to small businessmen and 
management people, although 
it will cater primarily to 
trade union negotiators.

for pedestrians

LOS ANGELES Han¬ 
dicapped students at a Cali¬ 
fornia college recently chal¬ 
lenged a dozen instructors to 
spend a day in a wheel chair. 

The instructors accepted. 

Suddenly, curbs loomed like 
mountains. Doorways shrank. 
Stall's seldom noticed before 
appeared everywhere. 
Bathroom stalls became im¬ 
possibly narrow. 

All but a few of the instruc¬ 
tors abandoned their wlieel 
chairs by noon.. 

Soon things began to happen 
on campus. 

Ramps were installed, 
doors widened, bathrooms 
were remodeled. 

At another college, han¬ 
dicapped students organized a 
protest against the lack of 
bathrooms wide enough for 
wheel chairs. 

Administrators said llie re¬ 
modeling would cost too 
much. 

The students pdt an out¬ 
house in the centre of the 
campus and proceeded to use 
it. 


Soon afterward the college 
remodeled its bathrooms. 

For years the handicapped 
have waged a private battle 
against a world built for pe¬ 
destrians. 

They have contended with 
turnstiles, public telephones 
beyond their reach, staircases 
and narrow doorways 

They’ve even contended 
with no public transportation. 

Some simply admitted de¬ 
feat. They became shut-ins. 

As one handicapped man 
put it, “You can only go as 
far as you can push yourself: 
up to the first curb.” 

But recently some have 
begun to fight back. And slow¬ 
ly -- very slowly — govern¬ 
ments have begun to listen. 

New building laws have 
passed designed to make life 
more livable for the han¬ 
dicapped. Byt it will be some 
time v officials admit, before 
the eflects of these laws are 
felt. 

Meanwhile, the world re¬ 
mains a maze of banners for 
those in wheel chairs. 

Geraldine Gordes of subur¬ 


ban Torrance has been tn a 
wheel chair since age 8, when 
she had polio. 

For her. going to the super¬ 
market requires a combina¬ 
tion of patience, salesmanship 
and luck. 

Like all *|>ersons in wheel 
chairs, Mrs. Gordes must 
have an extra wide parking 
space to manoeuvre herself 
and her chair out of the ^ar. 
At her market those spaies 
are specifically marked for 
the handicap|>ed. 

And they usually are taken 
by people without disabilities. 

"People aren’t mean; they 
just don’t think,” she says. “If 
they were aware. 99.44 per 
cent of them wouldn’t park 
there.” 

Inside the market another 
battle begins. 

“Have you ever gone into a 
market in a wheel chair?” 
she asks. “Try going through 
a turnstile. 

“You have to smile sweetly 
at the boy and, if you’re 
lucky, have him move all the 
carts.”

EDMONTON (CPI The 
provincial government is look¬ 
ing into its child abuse regis¬ 
try operation to ensure 
records on victims of mali¬ 
cious calls are promptly de¬ 
stroyed. 

Social Services Minister 
Helen Hunley said in an inter¬ 
view the program has encoun¬ 
tered only three instances 
where a person was the vic¬ 
tim of a malicious report to 
the registry. 

Miss Hunley said in those 
cases the records of the call 
and investigation are de¬ 
stroyed, but she has asked for 
a study of the procedure to 
ensure they are destroyed last 
enough. 

Ombudsman Randall Ivarry 
investigated a complaint that 
a relative or neighlxir was 
using the registry as a meth¬ 
od of revenge and he found 
the incident had occurred; she 
said. 

The social services minister 
said all reports of child abuse 


to the registry are investigat¬ 
ed immediately by depart¬ 
mental officials, and if the 
call is malicious, the records 
are to be destroyed immedi¬ 
ately. 

If. there is any uneasiness 
b y departmental official 
investigating a complaint that 
it may be legitimate, the 
records are not destroyed be-, 
cause spotting recurring 
cases is one of the benefits of 
the child abuse reporting sys¬ 
tem. she said. 



Equal opportunity 
for police jobs 


WINNIPEG (CPI — Women 
are to have an equal opportu¬ 
nity with men at filling 11 
vacancies that are to open 
soon on the Winnipeg police 
department’s cadet training 
program. 

Entrance requirements will 
be the same for men and 
women, with one exception; 
Men applicants must be five 
foot 10 inches tall while 
women need only be five foot 
five inches. 

The announcement w'as 
made in a .joint statement 
issued by Winnipeg Police 
Chief Norman Stewart and 
Haney Moats, chairman of 
the Manitoba Human Rights 
Commission. 

The statement said negotia¬ 
tions began after a woman 
applicant asked the human 
rights commission for an in¬ 


quiry. Police cadets do mostly 
clerical work. 

The applicants must be 17 
to 19 years old, must have 
Grade 11 or Grade 12 educa¬ 
tion or its equivalent, and 
must be Canadians or British 
subjects.

It used to be that anything 
cute and coy and involving a 
fairy queen, a couple of elves, 
and a lot of wishing could 
p^ss for children's theatre. 

The kids loved it and 
learned from it or so their 
parents and teachers thought. 

But sparked by British chil¬ 
dren’s drama guru Brian 
Way, something called 
theatre for children rather 
than children’s theatre 
evolved. 

It’s an approach not much 
different from good adult 
theatre and as good theatre, 
adults love it just as much as 
the kids. It has a clearly de¬ 
fined plot with something to 
say and requires a bit of 
imagination on the part of 
both audience and actors. 

The Kaleidoscope Theatre 
company, with its latest and 
last production of the season, 
The Musicians of Bremen, 
comes down firmly on the 
side of theatre for children. 

Kaleidoscope spun into exis¬ 
tence with a S32.000-plus 
L.T.P. grant last December. 
But before anyone goes 
screaming to their MP about 
any suspected waste of feder¬ 
al funds, the group’s consider¬ 
able credits must be known. 

With its repertoire of seven 
shows, the group has played 
to more than 6,000 young peo¬ 
ple in schools and institutions 
in the Greater Victoria area. 
Along with this, the group ran 
a 10-week drama workshop 
for more than 100 disadvan¬ 
taged children in its head¬ 
quarters in the St. Ann's Aca¬ 
demy building. 

The beauty of it all Is. that 
nol a nickel was charged to a 
school, other institution, or 
any youngster by this com¬ 
pany of eight trained actors

It is unfortunate that the 
gfroup waited until the last 
two weeks of its season to 
present the Musicians of Bre¬ 
men. It’s a highly witty and 
naughty update of the Grimm 
tale, which should be seen by 
more schools and adult 
groups before the group folds 
its tents until fall. 

Director Elizabeth Gome 
took the story of ousted farm 
animals and their desire in 
make music and peopled il 
with a country-and-western- 
loving donkey, a finger-snap¬ 
ping jazz hound, a gospel¬ 


singing cat and an operatic 
'rooster with tragic overtones. 

ft is a revision that readily 
finds favor with its intended 
audience. But the director 
falters in allowing the slap¬ 
stick and frenzy of the pro¬ 
duction tin last too long. It’s 
exhausting. 

Elizabeth (yorrie's adapta¬ 
tion makes only a momentary 
concession to the animals’ re¬ 
alization that each has a tal¬ 
ent to complement the others 
and their loves are far from 
useless. Surely this is a re¬ 
flection worthy of the audi¬ 
ence's attention. 


But the company's collec¬ 
tive gift for innovation makes 
this seem insignificant. Wear¬ 
ing character masks and their 
ordinary clothing, they are 
able to create shattering vig¬ 
nettes through mime and 
creative dramatics. 

Each of the three actors 
and four actresses sucoeeded 
in building an unmannered 
character. But for sheer joy 
and wit, Jim Netherton as the 
donkey and Dan Costain as 
the dog most; surely amble 
away with this show that 
played Wednesday to pupils 
at Bank Street elementary 
school.

Two hours 
later, the entire edition was 
sold out. At one store, frus¬ 
trated buyers attacked the 
managed when he refused to 
sell copies being held for men 
who had ordered them in ad¬ 
vance. 

The 238-page magazine has 
Playboy publisher Hugh 
Hefner’s rabbit on the cover 
and features the well-turned 
bottom of American model 
Nancy Cameron in its Play¬ 
mate picture. One layout style 
closely follows that of the 
American edition. 

But the English language is 
used only for the Magazine’s 
name on the cover and the 
titles of a few of the depart¬ 
ments. like "Playboy's party 
menu, like 'Playboy's party 
jokes." 

Japanese Playboy is a joint 
.venture between Hefner's Chi¬ 
cago-based firm and Shuei- 
sha. a Japanese publishing 
! house which already has 21 


successful magazines in iis 
stable. 

"There was simply a gap in 
the Japanese publishing field 
that Playboy could fill." says 
Sunao Okada. a shrewd rrwn 
with a gentle sense of humor 
who edits the Japanese edi¬ 
tion. 

"There have heen many 
efforts to publish a magazine 
for young Japanese men, but 
none has ever succeeded. The 
younger generation want the 
nude pictures. They also want 
serious articles on politics and 
economics along with the 
erotic stories." 

Okada says that at the mo¬ 
ment Japanese Playboy has 
no competitors. 

"Bui we expect something 
will show up soon." he adds. 
"We've made quite a sensa¬ 
tional debut. 

Uncensored copies of the 
American edition of Playboy 
have been collectors’ items in 
Japan for many years. Al¬ 
though Japanese censors tol¬ 
erate photographs of women’s 
breasts, the law bars publica¬ 
tion of pictures of men’s or 
women’s privates. 

About 20,000 copies of Play- 
hoy in English are imported 
into Japan monthly by' Yohan 
Magazine (To. The firm's em¬ 
ployees go through them, 
•copy by copy, smearing the 


more intimate areas of Play¬ 
boy's photographs with black 
ink.

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Private enterprise: Is it doomed in Mexico?

The Mexican government 
and big business and industry 
seem to be on a collision 
course. 

President Luis Echevema 
find die predominantly social¬ 
istic advisers around him are 
determined that the govern¬ 
ment should own and run 
business, industry and agri¬ 
culture in Mexico. 

The Businessmen's Co-or¬ 
dinating council, a newly 
formed group that speaks for 
chambers of commerce, for 
industrialists, bankers and 
most other sectors of private 
enterprise in Mexico, is trying 
to slow the plunge toward soc¬ 
ialism. 

The struggle between gov¬ 
ernment and business in Mex¬ 
ico is nothing new. Tt has 
l>ecn going on for decades, 
since before the Revolution of 
1910. 

It reached an earlier peak 
during tlie presidency of the 
late Gen. Lazaro Cardenas, 
who ran Mexico from 1934 to 
1940. * 

Cardenas is chiefly famed 
for nationalizing the predomi¬ 
nantly foreign-owned oil in¬ 
dustry in 1938 and setting a 
precedent that in recent years 
has spread elsewhere in the 
oil world. * 

But after Cardenas left of¬ 
fice in 1940, and what with the 
start af the second World 
War. the Mexican Revolution, 
in tlie words of a Mexican 
political observer, “got down 
off its high horse.” 


For one thing, Mexico, and 
Cardenas, too, wanted to col¬ 
laborate with tire United 
States, the Soviet Union and 
other allies in the battle 
against fascism. 

For another, die more mod¬ 
erate presidents who suc¬ 
ceeded Cardenas seemed to 
feel that Mexico had more to 
learn and more to gain by 
following the U.S. economic 
model than by dabbling in the 
solialism that quite obviously 
had not worked any enviable 
wonders in the Soviet Union. 

That is not to say that Mex¬ 
ico abandoned its interest in 
government ownership of busi¬ 
ness and industry. Quite the 
contrary. 

By 1964 the Mexican govern¬ 
ment owned 82.2 per cent of 
the top 30 enterprises in 
the country. That included the 
national railroads, the light 
and power companies, petro- 
leos Mexicanos which is the 
national oil monopoly, chemi¬ 
cal plants, banks and other 
financial institutions, steel, 
textile and lumber mills, air¬ 
lines, distribution of basic con¬ 
sumer goods, mining and 
smelting, warehousing and 
telephones. 

Private Mexican interests 
controlled 13.9 per cent of the 
biggest firms, and foreign pri¬ 
vate interests, 3.9 per cent. 

Those figures are some¬ 
what misleading, though. 
There are very important con¬ 
centrations of ownership in 
single families and small 
groups in Mexico. 

But as their holdings often 


are incorporated each as indi¬ 
vidual corporations, none of 
which is big enough to figure 
in the nation’s top 30 firms, 
their real economic influence 
is not so evident. 

In any case, over the three 
decades between the end of 
Cardenas’ -term and 1970, 
when President Echeverria 
took office, Mexican govern¬ 
ment and private enterprise 
managed to live together 
without any great problems. 

Echeverria, though, came 
on as a greta surprise. Al¬ 
though he joined the govern¬ 
ment while still a law student ‘ 
at the National Unversity in 
Mexico City in the mid-1940s, 
there was nothing in his his¬ 
tory to indicate that he would 
try to change or upset t he 
Mexican establishment.. 

In fact, his record as interi¬ 
or minister during the ad¬ 
ministration of President Gus¬ 
tavo Diaz Ordaz might have 
been interpreted and an in¬ 
dication that Echeverria was 
a strict law-and-order man. 
Echeverria is still blamed for 
the massacre of Tlatelolco, 
where, in October, 1968, 
scores if not hundreds of stu¬ 
dents and other leftist-led 
demonstrators lost their lives 
in clashes with Mexican army 
troops virtually on the eve of 
the Olympic Games in Mex¬ 
ico. 

But, as president. Echever¬ 
ria has leaned heavily -on his 
socialistic-minded advisers, at 
least in the economic and 
foreign policy areas. 


At home, to judge by tlie 
statements of some of those 
Marxists who whipped up the 
confrontation in Tlatelolco 
and escaped with their, lives, 
the Echeverria administration 
is as repressive of political 
dissent as any before it. 

In the foreign policy field, 
though, Echeverria has 
moved to the left. One evi¬ 
dence of that is the visit he 
made to Chile during the 
period of the Marxist govern¬ 
ment of the late President 
Salvador Allende. Later he 
was* Allonde’s host in Mexico. 
Since overthrow of the Oil- 
lean Marxist regime, in Sep¬ 
tember, 1973, Mexico has 
opened its doors to hundreds 
of Chileans exiles, chiefly 
Marxist intellectuals and 
former Allende government 
officials. The late President 
Allende’s widow and his sister 
and tAeir grown children mnv 
make their homes in Mexico. 
The Chilean Marxist influence 
on Mexican political propa¬ 
ganda also is on the rise. 

Possibly what triggered the 
latest show of concern of Mex¬ 
ican private enterprise about 
the way the Echevema gov¬ 
ernment is going was the an¬ 
nouncement by the governing 
Institutional Revolutionary 
Party (PRI) that, if it has its 
way. there will be no change 
in’government policies during 
the next presidential term, 
1976-1982.

WHILE QUANTITIES LAST 
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to politics, now PRI boss, not 
only proclaimed that tlie 
“pendular law is antihis- 
torical,” but also announced 
that “a basic plan of govern¬ 
ment” will be drawn up that 
wiH “guarantee ... the con¬ 
solidation and advance of the 
realizations of the regime of 
President Echeverria.” 

To some observers, that 
was reminiscent of the “basic 
program of government” that 
the Marxists prepared for Al¬ 
lende in Chile and which he 
followed in an attempt to im¬ 
pose socialism on that South 
American country. 

The pendular law is that 
phenomena in which Mexican 
governments tend to swing 
from one extreme to the 
other. Presumably it was the 
hop@ that Mexico’s next gov¬ 
ernment would pull back from 
what orthodox economists 
consider the Echeverria 
excesses that had been keep¬ 
ing big business in Mexico si¬ 
lent. 


But when the Business¬ 
men’s Co-ordinating Council 
sent a delegation to meet with 
President Echeverria ami 
presented him with a declara¬ 
tion of principles that includ¬ 
ed defenses of private proper¬ 
ty. private business, private 
initiative and other such 
points, the businessmen got 
nowhere. 

Echeverria told reporters 
that the businessmen’s point 
of view were “partial to their 
own interests,” and that‘in 
Mexico, “what concerns us 
and what will prevail will be 
what the majorities think.” 
The president also said that 1 
"the economic policy of the 
regime of the revolution will 
not vary; it has its origin in 
the histOty and in the majori¬ 
ty interests of the Mexican 
people.” 

Once the president spoke 
out, the politicians found 
voice. Mario Moya Palencia, 
Echeverria’s interior minister 


who has been mentioned as 
the likeliest candidate for the 
PitI nomination, which all but 
assures victory in the July 1, 
1976, presidential election, 
said that the businessmen’s 
council statement has “ele¬ 
ments of resistance to 
change.” 

Hugo Cervantes del Rio, 
secretary to the presidency, 
and another likely candidate, 
told reporters that “to say 
that private property is a nat¬ 
ural right and that it is not 
subject to human laws is 
something that <vas surpassed 
since the last century." 

What Juan Sanchez Navar¬ 
ro, the copncil spokesman, re¬ 
ally said was that “as private 
property is a natural right 
and not an effect (the result) 
of human laws, the state can¬ 
not abolish it. Rather (the 
state can) only regulate its 
use, inspired always by the 
exigencies clearly imposed by 
the common good.” 


For example, Treasury 
Minister Juee Lopez Portillo, 
another presumed candidate, 
told reporters that “the Bu¬ 
sinessmen's Co-ordinating 
Committee is a corporative 
force, which pretends (to 
offer) an impossible ideologi¬ 
cal mixture from which there 
is no more than one step to 
nazi-fascism.” 

That the Echeverria ad¬ 
ministration should react so 
intemperately to the business¬ 
men's precisely worded, re¬ 
spectful statement of princi¬ 
ples suggests government 
spokesmen are frightened. 

But, of what? 

Reyes Heroles. the PRI 
boss, has stated publicly that 
“behind and within our revo¬ 
lutionary institutions t there 
are lively forces . .. who 
know what they want and how 
to get it. u 

"Among them, our armed 
forces stand out .. .”

.John Gerard, physician and 
“chirugeon” of London, said a 
mouthful in hia treatise on 
couch grass, written almost 
400 years ago. It was a head¬ 
ache to gardeners then, and it 
is still one of the most dif¬ 
ficult weeds we have to con¬ 
tend with. It spreads by its 
millel-iike seeds, which me 
produced Jn great profusion, 
and by direct invasion of its 
creeping underground loots. 

In cultivated ground, ordi¬ 
nary hoeing doesn't help 
much "in fact it can in¬ 
crease the pest, for chopping 


the roots to bits simply makes, 
a dozen plants spring up for 
every one that was there be¬ 
fore. Every bit of succulent 
white root left in the ground is 
capable of regenerating, as 
Dr. Gerard discovered in his 
Lqndon physick garden. 

Fortunately, we have chem¬ 
icals today w'hich do a good 
job of cleaning out couch 
grass in cultivated plots. Da- 
la.pon Grass Killer is mixed 
with water and sprayed or 
watered on the foliage; it is 
absortted through the leaf 
pores, taken into the blood¬ 
stream and passed on down to 
the fleshy roots, killing them 
quite effectively. Sometimes 
the spray runs off the leaves 
without wetting them; In skieh 
cases add a little non-sudsing 
detej-gent to Ihe spray to 
make it stick. Amway L.O.C., 
made from coconut oil, is 
very good for this purpose, 
as is Later’s Surfactant. 

It is when couch grass in¬ 
vades the lawn that the real 


headache occurs, for Dalapon 
kills ALL grasses and will de¬ 
stroy your lawn just as readi¬ 
ly as It will eradicate the 
couch. There are Crab Grass 
Killers on the market which 
ARE selective, but crab grass 
is an entirely different critter 
and such preparations are 
quite useless against couch 
grass. 

But while no chemical treat¬ 
ment has been devised, some 
very interesting work has 
been done at the U.S. Expert* • 
mental Station at BeltsviUe, 
Maryland, on tbe couch prob¬ 
lem in lawns, and a simple 
though arduous' method was 
worked opt to eradicate couch 
grass from the lawn. 

The first step is to set up 
the lawn mower so the cutting 
blade is two inched off the 
ground. You must reconcile 
yourself to living with a 
rather shaggy lawn until after 
the treatment is over - no 
.more close-mown putting- 
green surface: 

Next, mow the lawn twice a 




week, sticking to.this schedule 
with an almost religious fer¬ 
vor. Actually, this isn’t as 
much work as it sounds, for 
with the mower set high and 
only three, days of growth on 
the grass, you can whip off 
the tips with very Ijttle effort. 
Moreover, the mowings are so 
small and so fine, they can 
remain on the lawn no 
messing around with thii rake 
or the grass catcher. 

Finally, you must feed your 
lawn w-ith any good lawn fer¬ 
tilizer every fourth week 
throughout the active growing 
season. With most of the com¬ 
mon bag fertilizers, the dos¬ 
age is two puunds per 100 
square feet for each applica¬ 
tion. 

This combination of high 
mowing, frequent mowing and 
heavy feeding thickens, the 
lawn grasses and weakens the 
couch gradually until, by 
about this time next year, you 
shouldn’f be able to find a tuft 
of couch anywhere In your 
lawn.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Gym classes in most schools 
and colleges in the United 
States will have to be sexually 
integrated, except for bodily 
contact sports, the adminis¬ 
tration announced Tuesday. 

Under new rules announced 
by the department of health, 
education and welfare, girls 
and boys may be kept in sepa¬ 
rate teams for boxing, wres- 
• tling, basketball, football, ice 
hockey and other contact 
sports. 

But the rules say schools 
"must insure that physical ed¬ 
ucation classes and activities 
which are separate are com¬ 
parable for members of each 
sex.” * 

The rules do not, however, 
require that equal amounts of 
money be spent on girls’ and 
boys’ athletic programs. 

The new regulations, re¬ 
leased under the signatures of 
President Eord and HEW Sec¬ 
retary Caspar W. Weinberger, 
also cover sex education and 
school organizations. They 

apply to most schools, from 
kindergarten to graduate 
level, which receive federal 

aid. That includes most 

schools in the country. 

Unless congress rejects the 
regulations, schools must 

begin July. 21 making pre¬ 
parations to comply with 
them. But elementary schools 
•will have a grace period of 
one year from July 21 to 
adjust schedules and prepare 
staffs for the changes. High 
schools and colleges will have 
three years to comply. 

The longer adjustment in 
the higher grades is neces¬ 
sary. HEW said, "because of 
the existence of wide skill dif¬ 
ferentials attributable to the 
traditionally lower levels of 
training available to girls in 
many schools." 

On other matters involving 
the sexes, the HEW rules say: 

• Health education classes, 
if offered, my not segregated 
by sex. But separate sessions 
may be held for boys and 
girls in elementary and high 
school classes on human cex- 
uaflity. HEW said nothing in 
the law or regulations re¬ 
quires schools to conduct sex 
education classes. 

• Social fraternities and 
sororities at rolleges receiv¬ 
ing federal aid are exempt 
from the regulations, but 
other groups such as business 
and professional fraternities 
and sororities and honor so¬ 
cieties at schools and colleges 
may not discriminate by sex. 

• Separate housing based 
on sex is permitted as well as 
separate locker rooms, toilets 
and showers, but such facili¬ 
ties must be comparable. 

• HEW decided against 
making the rules cover sex 
stereotyping in textbooks. It 
said this would “inevitably 
limit communication and 
would thrust the department 
into the role of federal cen¬ 
sor. 

At .the same time, HEW 
proposed a major revision in 
its policy of enforcing civil 
rights laws which would de- 
emphasize the investigation of 
complaints filed by individu¬ 
als in favor of attacking pat¬ 
terns of discrimination in 
such areas as bilingual educa¬ 
tion and academic employ¬ 
ment. \ 

The National Collegiate Ath¬ 
letic Association had argued 
that requiring equal spending 
for male and female athletics 
would jeopardize big revenue 
sports like football. HEW 
said: “Clearly it is possible 
for equality of opportunity to 
be provided without exact, 
equality of expenditure.” It 
said schools would be judged 
on such factors as game and 
practice schedules, locker 
rooms, travel and publicity. 

If enough women express 
an interest in forming a team 
in a contact sport like basket¬ 
ball, and the school already 
offers basketball for men, 
then a women’s team must be 
provided, HEW said. 

In non-contact sports like 
track and tennis, women must 
be allowed to compete for 
spots on the men’s team if 
there are not enough women 
Interested in forming a sepa¬ 
rate team.

High doses 
of radiation 
violence key 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (UPI) 
— Researchers are finding ev¬ 
idence that high doses of radi¬ 
ation could not only produce 
deformities In babies but 
make them more violent as 
adults, a national conference 
on birth defects was told. 

Dr. Timothy Merz, a Johns 
Hopkins University radiolo¬ 
gist. said a study comparing a 
group of radiation-exposed 
persons to an unexposed 
group showed little difference 
except significantly more 
deaths by auto accidents 
among those exposed to radia¬ 
tion. 

•’I know this sounds 
strange, but let me titilate 
you with this,” Merz told con¬ 
ference delegates. "A prelimi¬ 
nary study shows persons ex¬ 
posed to radiation change in 
behavior — many more die of 
auto accidents, murders and 
other violence.” 

However, Merz emphasized 
in an interview that the re¬ 
search was conducted on too 
small a group of people to 
draw any definite conclusions 
and said more research is 
needed. 

His paper on "radiation in¬ 
duced malformations” was 
one of several, presented in a 
section of the conference de- 
voted to environmental 


causes of birth defects such 
as drugs and alcohol, as op¬ 
posed to genetic causes linked 
to inheritance. 

The three-day conference, 
which started Monday, is co¬ 
sponsored by the National 
Foundation-March of Dimes 
and the University of Kansas 
Medical Centre. 

A team of doctors from the 
centre for disease control at 
Atlanta, Ga., described the 
first results from the birth de¬ 
fects monitoring program. It 
fects monitoring program. It 
was started in December as a 
joint federal-private effort to 
monitor one-third of all. births 
in the United States for trends 
and unusual patterns in birth 
defects. 

One of the first defects 
which the program showed is 
increasing in the United 
States is patent ductus ar¬ 
teriosus, a congenita] heart 
defect in which a shunt which 
from a fetus’s heart to its 
keeps blood from flowing 
lungs fails to stop operating 
at birth, so the baby’s blood is 
not oxygenated. 

In 1970 only 3.5 incidents 
were reported per 10.000 
births compared to 7.7 in 1974. 
The data also showed that 
black rates. 8.8. are twice 
those for whites. 4.4.

NANAIMO — Ten of this 
area's major body shop oper¬ 
ator's have endorsed a deci¬ 
sion not to follow instructions 
of the Insurance Corporation 
of B.C. They will go ahead 
with their planned increase to 
520 an hour for auto body re¬ 
pairs. 

The decision was taken ini¬ 
tially at a recent meeting of 
local members of the Automo¬ 
tive Retailers Association, 
body shop branch. The 10 
major operators here met 
Tuesday night and affirmed 
the decision to disobey the in¬ 
structions issued by the 
strike-bound ICBC. 

The operators say. in a 
statement issued Wednesday, 
that they have been told by 
the insurance corporation 
they must sign an ICBC con¬ 
tract agreeing to the old rate 
of 515.50 an hour until July 1, 
when the price would increase 


to 518.50 an hour and remain 
on that level until May of next 
year. The price is the am- 
out an hour for body work 
that ICBC is prepared to pay 
the body shops. 

The local group says 
members have been given to 
understand that by refusing to 
sign the contract, they will be 
cutting themselves out of 
ICBC reimbursement for 
work done last month, and 
each will be stripped of his 
vendor licence. 

The pnovincially owned in¬ 
surance corporation is also 
prepared to classify body 
shops as co-operative or non¬ 
ooperative shops — depend¬ 
ing oil their attitude toward 
the contracts. 

The local operators said in 
the statement, “We have 
never had to sign a contract 
as we own our own businesses 
and are not working for any 
insurance company. We are 
working for the customers — 


they are the people we have 
to please." 

“The shops listed here 
would be classed as non-co¬ 
operative body shops by 
ICBC. 

It was also agreed by repre¬ 
sentatives at the meeting that 
by agreeing to ICBC terms, 
operators would not only be 
prolonging the strike by ICBC 
employees but also, by being 
classed as strike-breakers, 
would run the risk of being 
picketed as it reportedly hap¬ 
pened to several mainland 
body shops late last week. 

The operators here say 
their increase to 520 an hour 
is brought about by increasing 
operating costs, and “will not 
improve their profit picture at 
all.” 

The largest single increase 
they are facing, the statement 
says, is a 49.59 per cent hike 
in payments to the workers 
compensation board.

The normally noisy govern¬ 
ment benches remained silent 
as Gibson quoted parliamen¬ 
tary authorities to establish 
that only the Legislature can 
approve major expenditures. 


"In the matter of the 
Princess Marguerite. Green- 
belt funds were used for her 
purchase, and the general ac¬ 
count, to purchase supplies 
And pay crew salaries.”

“Curiously enough 
the treasury was reimbursed 
today by a private company 
known as the B.C. Steamship 
Company.

When the Marguerite was 


purchased. Lands Minister 
Robert Williams said a crown 
corporation, to be known as 
the B.C. Steamship Company, 
would run the Victoria-Seattle 
ferry operation.

ADDIS ABABA (UPI) 
Heavy fighting is raging be¬ 
tween government troops and 
followers of Sultan Ali Misah 
in the east of Ethiopia near 
the border of the French ter¬ 
ritory ot the Afars and Issas, 
diplomatic sources sajd 
Wednesday. Two major routes 
are threatened. 

The heaviest fighting 
centred around the town of 
Aisaita, about 350 miles east 
nf Addis Ababa and about 32 
miles west of the French ter¬ 
ritory. The town was the 
headquarters of the sultan be¬ 
fore he fled to Djibouti, the 
capital of the Afars and Issas. 

Reports from the area said 
many people were killed or 
wounded when government 
aircraft strafed Aisaita. 

There was no indication of 
what started the fighting but 
the sultan's Afar tribesmen, 
also known as Danakils, are 
known to be opposed to the 
central government's land re¬ 
form program.

Bortnick said casn received 
by ^CBC was invested daily in 
short-term ventures and had 
produced revenue in excess of 
$9 million last year.

Market-vote "yes’ likely 


LONDON. (UPI I Britain's 
common market referendum 
battle ended Wednesday with 
pro-market leaders predicting 
economic disaster if the na¬ 
tion votes to pull out of the 
nine-nation European Eco¬ 
nomic Community and oppo¬ 
nents claiming public sympa¬ 
thy is swinging their way. 

Prime Minister Harold Wil¬ 
son has called on Britain’s 40 
million voters to say “yes'’ or 
"no” in a national referen¬ 
dum^ today to the question: 
"Do you think the United 
Kindgoni should stay in the 
European community?” 

Wilson told a last-minute 
rally in Cardiff. Wales, a yes 
vote would be "best for Bri¬ 
tain. for Europe, for the Com¬ 


monwealth and the world be¬ 
cause Britain is still a nation 
whose \uice ami experience 
counts." 

'"Our influence, our signifi¬ 
cance in world affairs, will be 
powerfully enhanced by a 
’yes' Vote tomorrow—a clear 
and decisive vote for Britain 
to stay in the European com¬ 
munity." Wilson said. 

"If the 'Nb's' win. Britain 
will w'ake Monday morning in 
a stale of economic confusion 
and danger.” said Home Sec¬ 
retary' Roy Jenkins, leader of 
the campaign to keep Britain 
in the market. 

But Trade Secretary Peter 
S h o 'r e . an anti-markel 
member of the deeply-divided 
Wilson I^abor government', 
said: "I believe the British 


people have rumbled the pro- 
marke'eers and will say deci¬ 
sively ’no' tomorrow.” 

Opinion |>olls and British 
newspapers * were virtually 
unanimous in predicting a de¬ 
cisive "yes" vote. 

But ^ecausc this was the 
first national referendum in 
British history, leaders of 
bbth camps agreed it is 
almost impossible to predict 
how the nation, in fact, will 
vote. 

Neither side ruled out an 
upset result. 

Former Conservative prime 
minister Edward Heath took 
Britain into the common mar¬ 
ket in January. 1973. He said 
entry would make Britain a 
member of an economic and 


hading- bloc of 250 million 
people most powerful in the 
world. But Wilson argued the 
membership conditions were 
loaded against Britain. 

He said, too, that although 
an overwhelming majority of 
Parliament endorsed British 
entry, the country as a whole 
had not been given a say on 
an issue vitally affecting its 
future. 

During the past year the 
Wilson government negotiated 
improved terms and in April 
a majority of the cabinet rec¬ 
ommended their acceptance 
by the nalion. 

Then Wilson ordered the 
referendum on the improved 
terms and said the nation's 
verdict would be final and 
binding.

This situa- 
tion, one which has caused 
considerable concern within 
the community will be rec¬ 
tified on June 18. with the 
launching of a once weekly 
clinic in premises at 285 Pri- 
deaux Street. 

The new clinic, which will 
be staffed by nurse co-ordina- 
lor Elbe Hallman along with 
a physician, nurse, counsellor 
and receptionist, will be open 
on Wednesday evenings be¬ 
tween 7 and 9 p.m. Appoint¬ 
ments can .be made in ad¬ 
vance at the Health Unit 
(phone 754-4441 between 8:30 
a.m. and 4:30 p.m.) 

The opening of the new clin¬ 
ic has been timed to coincide 
with the arrrival of an increas¬ 
ing number of summer tran¬ 
sients. Initial funding has 
been provided through a 
$1,000 grant from the Family 
Planning Association of B.C. 

The Nanaimo branch of the 
association was launched in 
the fall of 1974, and the in¬ 
terim committee achieved full 
branch status in February. 

A board of directors \yas 
elected in March consisting of 
Henry Fitzgibbon. president. 
Vera Tudor, vice-president, 
“Joy McGougan. secretary, 
and Hiroshi Kawaguchi, trea¬ 
surer, along with Dr. Grant 
Peck. Ellis Lindsay, Terri 
Keene. Mary Shakespeare 
and Adrienne Kemble as 
. directors. 

It has been estimated that 
the clinic can expect to han¬ 
dle up to 30 patients a month, 
although it may take some 


weeks before this figure is 
achieved. 

Statistics provided by the 
Nanaimo Regional General 
Hospital and the A.I.D. 
Centre, .backed by enquiries 
from students at Malaspfna 
College, have indicated a des¬ 
perate need for a family plan¬ 
ning clinic in the Nanaimo 
area. 

One of the goals of the FPA 
is to provide community edu¬ 
cation on all aspects of family 
planning. Requests for rele¬ 
vant information have al¬ 
ready been received from the 
Employment Orientation for 
Women program, Brechin 
United Church, the Island 
Youth Centre at Brannan 
Lake and Malaspina College.

CAYCUSE - One of the 
smallest logging locomotives 
ever made will leave the Brit¬ 
ish Columbia Forest. Prod¬ 
uct's mechanical shop here 
this week. 

The 16-ton locomotive, 
known among some si earn lo¬ 
comotive buffs as Little Choo- 
Choo. will become pari of a 
travelling display of old-time 
logging equipment now being 
assembled by the B.C. Provin¬ 
cial Museum. 

The museum had asked 


BCFP and other major log¬ 
ging companies to help re¬ 
store some of the historic 
equipment. 

After the request was made. 
BCFP employees went to Vic¬ 
toria and found Little Choo- 
Choo at an old Esquimau and 
Nanaimo Railway round 
house where it had been rest¬ 
ing since a Duncan man. 
Granger Taylor, pulled her 
out of the bush near Shaw- 
nigan Lake several years ago. 

The old Climax locomotive 
t ame to B.C. in 1911. and la¬ 


bored mainly for the old Ca¬ 
meron Lumber Company 
operating on the Canadian 
National Railway line from 
Victoria (d Youbou. She went 
out of service 40 years ago. 

The locomotive was brought 
to Caycuse logging operation 
on Cowichan Lake April 2. 

Caycuse’s mechanics and 
machinery workers, more 
used to log trucks, yarders, 
shovels and cats shook their 
heads at first, but they soon 
took up the challenge and 
began restoring the old loco¬ 
motive. 


BCFP ran many Climax lo¬ 
comotives during the railroad 
era. but they were much 
larger than Little Choo-Choo.

NANAIMO - Ten of this 
area’s major body shop oper¬ 
ators have endorsed a deci¬ 
sion not to follow instructions 
<if the Insurance C;>nx>ratiorc 
of B.C. They will go ahead 
with their planned increase to 
$20 an hour for auto body re¬ 
pairs. 

The decision wa$ taken ini¬ 
tially at a recent meeting of 
local members of the Automo¬ 
tive /Retailers Association, 
body shop branch. The 10 
major operators here met 
Tuesday night and affirmed 
the decision to disobey the in¬ 
structions Issued by the 
strike-bound ICBC. 

The operators say, in a 
statement issued Wednesday, 
that they have been told by 
the insurance corporation 
they must sign an ICBC con¬ 
tract agreeing to the old rate 
of $15.50 an hour until July 1, 
when the price would Increase 
to $18.50 an hour and remain 
on that level until May of next 
year. The price is the am- 
out an hour for body work 
that ICBC is prepared to pay 
the body shops. 

The local group says 
members have been given to 
understand that by refusing to 
sign the contract, they will be 
cutting themselves out of 
ICBC reimbursement for 
w’ork done last month, and 
each will be stripped of his 
vendor licence. 

The provincially owned in¬ 
surance corporation is also 
prepared to classify body 
shops as cooperative or non¬ 
ooperative shops — depend¬ 
ing on their attitude toward 
the contracts. 

The local operators said in 
the statement, “We have 
never had to sign a contract 
as we own our own businesses 
and are not working for any 
Insurance company. We are 
working for the customers — 
they are the people we have 
to please.” 

And. after an official of 
each of the 10 body shops list¬ 
ed on a document signed in 
testimony to their particina- 
tion in the refusal of ICBC 
lerms, in the following state¬ 
ment : 


"The shops listed here 
would be classed as non-co¬ 
operative body shops by 
ICBC. 

It was also agreed by repre¬ 
sentatives at the meeting that 
by agreeing to ICBC terms, 
operators would not only be 
prolonging the strike by ICBC 
employees, but also, by being 
classed as strike-breakers, 
would run the risk of being 
picketed as it reportedly hap¬ 
pened to several mainland 
body shops late last week. 

The operators here say 
their increase to $20 an hour 
is brought about by increasing 
operating costs, and “will not 
improve their profit picture at 
all.” 

The largest single increase 
they are facing, the statement 
says, is a 49.59 per cent hike 
in payments to the workers 
compensation board. Fringe 
benefits taxes and holiday pay 
are up 44 per cent, and statu¬ 


tory holiday pay has risen 28. 
per cent. 

The smallest increase is in 
telephone rates which, they 
say. will rise seven per cent, 
if the B.C. telephone rate in¬ 
crease is approved. • 

Other costs, such as Canada 
pension payments, utilities 
and property taxes are up an 
average of 18 per cent. 

Tom Brovin, a Nanaimo 
body shop operator, said ear¬ 
lier that on the ICBC rate 
schedule, a study has shown 
that body shops would be 
operating without profit in 
two years and be bankrupt in 
three years 

The 10 local shops endorsing

Mill rate top coming off 


Twenty-one days after mu¬ 
nicipal councils in B.C. struck 
mill rates And budgets for the 
year, Municipal Affairs Min¬ 
ister James Lorimer has 
agreed to raise the mill rate 
ceiling. 

Municipal budget deadline 
is May 15 each year. 

Among 29 other housekeep¬ 
ing items, Lorimer Tuesday 
introduced an amendment to 
existing legislation which 
lipids cities, towns and vil¬ 
lages to specific mill rate ceil¬ 
ings. 

The amendment merely 
adds the word to existing law 
' that the ceilings remain in ef¬ 
fect "unless a rate in excess 


of that limit is approved by 
the Inspector of Municipal¬ 
ities: but, for the year 1975 

. the approval of the in¬ 
spector may be granted after 
the adoption of the b^law im¬ 
posing rates and, it so grant¬ 
ed, is retroactive to the extent 
necessary to give full force 
and effect to the bylaw.” 

Victoria Aid. Alf Hood sees 
Lorimer’s raising of the mill 
rate ceiling as “not really re¬ 
solving anything.” 

“When a municipality finds 
Itself trying to provide a level 
of service to which its resi¬ 
dents have become accus¬ 
tomed, the mill rate will go 
up but that money still has in 


be raised,”) Hood said. 

“The burden goes right 
back on the property owner,” 
he went on, “and one wonders 
just how long that part of the 
community can continue to 
support these demands.” 

Continuing to ‘‘squeeze the 
taxpayer” is not the solution, 
Hood said. 

"It's the age-old problem 
that confronts all municipal¬ 
ities and il gets down to the 
sharing of revenues between 
the province and the munici¬ 
palities. Until-there is a more 
equitable sharing we will still 
have this problem, particu¬ 
larly in view of escalating 
costs."

Hydroponic tomatoes and 
long English and white spine 
cucumbers are ripening in 
greenhouses all over the 
Saanich Peninsula and else¬ 
where on Vancouver Island.

About 80 per cent of Van- 
rouver Island’s tomatoes and 
cucumbers travel by refriger¬ 
ator trucks to Vancouver for 
distribution throughout British 
Columbia. 

Before going to Vancouver 
they are sorted al the West¬ 
ern Greenhouse Co-operative 
Association warehouse on 
Keating Cross Road. 

Prices of tomatoes have 
dropped drastically this year, 
co-op manager Jack 
Armstrong said Wednesday, 
and because of competition 
from field-grown tomatoes 
from Mexico, Florida and Ca- 
cheaper, prices are as low as 
cheaper .prices are as low as 
they were 20 years ago. 

Local greenhouse growers, 
who must heat greenhouses 
by burning extensive fuel, 
cannot compete in a market 
flooded with naturally ripened 
products from the southern 
United States, he claimed. 

Last year, farmers received 
$9 a case for tomatoes. This 
year they are selling in stores 
for only slightly more which 
means farmers will receive 
substantially less Ibis sum¬ 
mer. 

As for cucumbers, all'of the 
long English variety, a select 


strain which few Island farm¬ 
ers grow, stay in Victoria, 
while most white spines are 
distributed throughout the 
province. 

“Island growers provide 
virtually all of the white spine 
cucumbers which are con- 
s u m e d in B.C.,’’ said 
Armstrong. 

Farmers are. currently 


poun dfs of tomatoes a day. 
22,000 pounds of white spines 
and 3,000 pounds of long En¬ 
glish. 

The season is expected to 
peak in a few weeks and 
Armstrong added that this 
year’s yield is expected to 
surpass that of last year 
slightly.

The decision was 
later reversed and an office 
was opened at 941 Esquimalt. 

Another office was also 
opened in Langford without 
executive approval. 

"It was an official party of¬ 
fice and shouldn’t have been 
opened without authority,” 
said Wilde. 

Mrs. Wilde was also bolh- 
eiivi by • an application made 
in the name of the association 
for provincial funds to pay the 
wages of students to he em¬ 
ployed in the storefront office. 

"When King (Labor Min¬ 
ister William King! lists thp 
42 constituencies that applied 
for funds we find Esquimau 
also has its hands in the pub¬ 
lic cookie jar.” she said.

approve major expenditures. 


"In the matter of the 
Princess Marguerite, Green- 
belt funds were used for her 
purchase, and the general ac¬ 
count to purchase supplies 
and pay crew salaries."

"Curiously enough 
the treasury was reimbursed 
today by a private company 
known as the B.C. Steamship 
Company. 1973."

ADDIS ABABA J UP1> 
Heavy fighting is raging be¬ 
tween government troops and 
followers of Sultan Ali Misah 
in the east of Ethiopia near 
ihe border of the French ter¬ 
ritory of the Afars and Issas. 
diplomatic sources said 
Wednesday. Two major routes 
are threatened. 

The heaviest fighting 
centred around the town of 
Aisaita, about 350 miles east 
of Addis Ababa and about 32 
miles west of the French ter¬ 
ritory.

Senate ‘has evidence * Inside 
of CIA murder plots 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The U.S. Senate intel¬ 
ligence committee has received convincing evidence 
that the United States Central Intelligence Agency 
has been involved in murder plots, Chairman Frank 
Church said Wednesday. 

Church, an Idaho Demo¬ 
crat. said he believes the 
Rockefeller commission has 
similar evidence. He accused 
Vice?President Nelson Rocke¬ 
feller'of making misleading 
statements designed to down¬ 
grade Uie importance of CL\ 
wrongdoing. 

"I don’t regard murder 
plots as a minor matter." 

Church said. "The CIA has 
been implicated in this kind 
of activity. I have been con¬ 
cerned about the apparent at¬ 
tempt of certain members of 
the Rockefeller commission to 
lead the public to believe that 
any misdeeds of the CIA were 
minor and that the agency 
had been relatively without 
guilt." 

Church said he was refer¬ 
ring specifically to statements 
by Rockefeller, the commis¬ 
sion’s chairman. 

"I have reason to believe 
the commission has hard evi¬ 
dence as,my committee has 
hard evidence, which in¬ 
dicates the CIA has been in¬ 
volved in murder plots."

ICBC's $34 million loss in its 
first year of operation was 
"out of Line." 

Most of the questioning, 
centred on ICBC's method of 
doing business, how premium 
funds were handled and how 
losses were predicted. 

Bortnick said casn received 
by ICBC was invested daily in 
short-term ventures and had 
produced revenue in exoess of 
$9 million last year. 

He wasn’-t so specific on 
losses.

But farmers caught in tight squeeze 

Bounty ripens on vine 


Hydroponic tomatoes and 
long English and white spine 
cucumbers are ripening in 
greenhouses all over the 
Saanich Peninsula and else¬ 
where on Vancouver Island. 

But farmers say they are 
caught in a tight financial 
squeeze even though crops 
this year are of high quality 
and yields are increased. 

About 80 per cent of Van¬ 
couver Island's tomatoes and 
cucumbers travel by refriger¬ 
ator trucks to Vancouver for 
distribution throughout British 
Columbia. 

Before tfoing to Vancouver 
they are sorted at the West¬ 
ern Greenhouse Co-operative 
Association warehouse on 
Keating Cross Road. 

Prices of tomatoes have 
dropped drastically this year, 
co-op manager. Jack 
Armstrong said Wednesday, 
and because of competition 
from field-grown tomatoes 
from Mexico, Florida and Ca¬ 
lifornia where labor is 
cheaper, prices are as low as 
they were 20 years ago. 

Local greenhouse growers, 
who must heat greenhouses 
by burning expensive fuel, 
cannot compete in a market

flooded with naturally ripened 
products from the southern 
United States, he claimed. 

Last year, farmers received 
$9 a case for tomatoes. This 
year they are selling in stores 
for only slightly more which 
means farmers will receive 
substantially less this sum¬ 
mer. 

As for cucumbers, all of the 
long English variety, a select 
strain which few Island farm¬ 
ers grow, stay in Victoria, 
while most white spines are 
distributed throughout the 
province. 

"Island growers provide 
virtually all of the white spine 
cucumbers which are con¬ 
sumed in B.C.." said 
Armstrong. 

Farmers are currently 
harvesting about 30.000 
pounds of tomatoes a day., 
22,000 pounds of white spines 
and 3,000 pounds of long En¬ 
glish. 

The season is ex Jfe d to 
peak in a few weeks and 
Armstrong added that this 
year’s yield is expected to 
surpass that of last year 
slightly.

Two men jailed for UIC fraud 


For the first time in Vic¬ 
toria Provincial Court, a first- 
rime offender has been sent to 
tail for making false state¬ 
ments in dairying unemploy¬ 
ment insurance benefits.. 

Two such persons were sen¬ 
tenced Wednesday by Judge 
Douglas Campbell to 14-day 
iail terms, to be served on 
weekends, following pleas of 
guilty to Unemployment In¬ 
surance Act charges. 

Until Campbell Jailed 
Thomas Eng. 23, of 1020 
Empress, and Michael Moran, 
21, of 7 Boyd, the usual pen¬ 
alty in such cases had been a 
fine of $25 for each Count in 
the charge. That would have 
meant fines of $200 for each 
man. 

But Campbell, who took 
over the main criminal-court 
section Monday under the 
two-month-old system of rota^ 
tion of judges, said: "1 don’t 
think it would serve this com¬ 
munity to impose a fine. 

"I find that deterrence to 
people of a like mind is the 
fact to be considered here and 
I don’t believe that a fine will 
deter parties who might con¬ 


sider doing if in the future.” 

Unemployment Insurance 
Commission official Henry 
Bruce said Eng received $563 
in a pari of 1974 when he said 
he was not working but actu¬ 
ally was employed part-timp 
as a cook or full-time as a 
cook or store produce manag¬ 
er. 

Bruce said Eng had since 
repaid the money. Defence 
lawyer Alan Patterson said 
his client had been "behind in 
his bills.” 

Asked by Campbell to 
suggest a penalty, Patterson 
proposed a fine and possibly 
probation. Bruce said false 
statements “are getting a bit 
more rampant" but he was 
not asking for imprisonment. 

Instead. Bruce supported "a 
reasonably heavy fine” be¬ 
cause Eng now was working 
full time and ”1 think he has 
realized the fault bf his ac¬ 
tions." 

But Campbell said he did 
not think the public would be 
deterred if Eng was fined, or¬ 
dered the jail term and then 
set it for weekends so Eng 
can c ontinue working the rest 
of the week. 


Bruce said Moran received 
$651 in a part of 1974 and 1975 
when he said he was not 
working but actually worked 
part-time for 15 weeks at a 
Victoria nightclub. 

Defence lawyer Lawrence 
East said Moran was jobless 
when the clubowner advanced 
him SI,000 for living expenses. 

He said Moran then worked 
two nights a week at the club, 
for $60 a week which he nevpr 
saw but was simply deducted 
from the $1,000. It was during 
that liyie he "subsisted” on 
the unemployment insurance 
benefits, which he had since 
arranged to repay. 

Kenneth Caffery. 40. of 7J>7 
Meaford, pleaded guilty to a 
six-count charge of false bene¬ 
fit-claim statements which 
brought him a $44 over¬ 
payment in a part of 1973 and 
1974 when he worked part- 
time as a beer parlor waiter. 

Bruce urged a minimal fine 
because of the smaller 
amount and because Caffrey 
had since had a back opera¬ 
tion which prevented him 
from working. But Caffrey 
then said he didn’t intend in 
make falsa statements so 


Campbell changed the plea to 
not guilty and ordered tnaj, 


The idea of public toilets in 
supermarkets and shopping 
centres doesn't appeal to 
some operators in Greater 
Victoria. 

When the Legislature gave 
unanimous approval Tuesday 
to the Free Public toilets Act, 
which will ban pay-locks on 
all public toilets in buildings, 
sea-going vessels and parks 
used by the public. Health 
Minister Dennis Cocke also 
served warning that if super¬ 
market chains a nd shopping 
centres 'do not voluntarily in- 
-stall toilet facilities as restau¬ 
rants must do by lavv t he 
might have to bring in legisla¬ 
tion to force them to do so. 

Spokesmen for both Safe¬ 
way and Shop-Easy, two 
major chains in the Victoria 
area don’t agree with Cocke 
that public washrooms are 
necessary. 

They both claimed Wednes¬ 
day that all their stores had 
washrooms primarily for 
employees — but as the Safe¬ 
way spokesman said, "no one 
is ever refused if they ask 
to uselherfl.’.’ 

The Shop-Easy spokesman 


said his company had experi- 
m e n I e d with public 
washrooms in some stores. 

"Our experience certainly 
hasn’t been good.” he said, 
adding, "you almost need a 
full-time attendant in them.” 

The Safeway spokesman 
said the company would "give 
the matter some thought" but 
predicted shoplifting would in¬ 
crease and a space shortage 
would |xjse a problem for the 
stores if they were required to 
i n c q r.aor a te auhlic 
washrooms. 

Only the 63-store Hillside 
mall of the Victoria area's 
three major shopping centres 
has public washrooms. 
Spokesmen for the 26-store 
Town and Country and the 
25-store Mayfair shopping 
centre said public washrooms 
were available in the centres’ 
department stores. 

Mayfair’s Pat Rice said 
there has never been any need 
for public washrooms there. 

"Most people used to 
(he fact that there are none." 
hr said. 

The Free Public Toilets Act 
w ill likely be proclaimed with¬ 
in two or three months, and 


owners of public toilets will 
be given a month afterward 
to remove the locks. 


Murder 

charge 

reduced 


Curtis William ClfilStle WU 
found guilty of manslaughter 
in B.C. Supreme Court 
Wednesday, after a jury re¬ 
duced a non-capital murder 
charge against him' following 
8Va horn’s of deliberation. 

The veidict, which makes 
the 19-year-old Christie liable 
to life imprisonment, came at 
the end of the eighth day of 
his trial in connection with 
the stabbing death last Oct. 15 
of Clarence Stanford Wray, 
53. of 1296 Palmer Close. 

Christie, of *}303 Gladstone, 
will be sentenced by Mi*. Jus¬ 
tice Harry McKay at. Ik a.m. 
June 23. after a report on his 
past is prepared by a provin¬ 
cial probation officer. 

During the course of his 
three-hour charge to the jury 
Wednesday, the judge said it 
faced a very delicate decision. 

He said the principal 
witness for the crown, a self- 
confessed heroin addict and 
trafficker named Donala 
Charles McCrae, had testified 
he had loaned Christie a knife 
the night before Wray w'as 
killed, after Christie had told 
him he wanted to use it to 
“roll a wino, a drunk.” 

If that testimony was ac¬ 
cepted as the truth, the judge 
said, ib was his opinion 
McCrae became an ac- 
t complice to Christie in the 
Mission of the crime 
which followed. 

And. the judge noted, Cana¬ 
dian law holds it is “danger¬ 
ous to. convict a man on the 
uncorroborated word of an ac¬ 
complice." because that ac¬ 
complice's motives for offer¬ 
ing his testimony cannot be 
known. 

In view of Christie’s evi¬ 
dence that he had bor-. 
rowed the knife to aid in ,the 
collection of a debt from a 
man named Kevin Baker-and 
that Wray had assaulted him 
without cause and had been 
stabbed in a struggle near the 
house where Baker was sup- 
posedly attending a party — 
the judge told the jury three 
verdicts were often: 

Christie could be found 
guilty of murder, if the seven- 
man. five-woman jury be¬ 
lieved he had killed Wray 
while robbing — or attempt¬ 
ing to rob — him. 

He could be found guilty of 
manslaughter, if the jury be¬ 
lieved he had killed Wray 
while he was so drunk hp 
could not form the specific in¬ 
tent to kill the victim or if he 
had been responding to a 
provocation so great it would 
rob him of his self-control. 

He could be found not guilty 
of any crime, if the jury be¬ 
lieved the killing had been 
committed in self-defence, 
while Christie was repelling 
an unlawful attack.
